CHAPTER I. 



An Act relating to the qualifications of all public offi- 
cers OF THE TERRITORY OF NEW MEXICO, AND OF EVERY 

COUNTY THEREOF. C. B, 11; Approved January 4, 1893, 

CONTENTS. 

Sec. 1. Receivers of public moneys failing to account and pay over ineligible to public oftice. 

Oath. Commissions of defaulters vacated. 
Sbc. 2. Conditions additional to other qualifications. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Neic Mexico: 

Section 1. That hereafter no person who is a holder or re- 
ceiver of any public moneys of this Territory, or of any county 
thereof, shall be eligible to any public office in this Territory or 
any county thereof until the same is accounted for and paid 
into the treasury, and each public officer in addition to the oatli 
of office already prescribed, shall make oath that he is not the 
holder of any public moneys due to this Territory or any county 
thereof, which is unaccounted for ; and all holders, collectors or 
receivers of any public money of this Territory, or any county 
thereof, who have refused when called upon, or failed after rea- 
sonable opportunity, to account for and pay over such public 
moneys to the proper officer, shall be held and deemed ineligi- 
ble to hold any civil office in this Territory or any county there- 
of, and it shall be the duty of the Governor to forthwith vacate 
the commissions of all defaulting tax collectors or of tax collect- 
ors or receivers, or of any other persons in wbo^e hands public 
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moneys shall come, who shall fail to do their duty in any respect 
as prescribed by law. The vacation of such commissions to be 
done in a summary manner after notice to the defaulting officer 
sufficient to give him an opportunity to be heard in his defense ; 
and in such event the vacancy shall be filled in the manner pre- 
scribed for other vacancies, and these proceedings shall not be 
^reviewable by any court of this Territory. 

Sec. 2. This act shall not be construed to repeal any other 
acts providing other qualifications for public officers of the Ter- 
ritory of New Mexico, and of the counties thereof, but as fur- 
nishing other and additional qualifications for such officers and 
shall be in full force and effect from and after thirty days after 
its passage.

Be it enacted btj the Leijii^Udire Assemhlfj of the Territorij of 
New Mexico: 

Section 1. That all of section four (4) of chapter LXXVII 
and so much of section thirty-six (8()) of chapter XXV of the 
Acts of the 29th Legislative Assembly of the Territory of New 
Mexico as provides ''that it shall be illegal for any person to 
vote at any election who has not paid his poll-tax for the cur- 
rent year, and said payment must l)e made in case of a general 
election, one day previous to such election day,'' be and the same 
are hereby re[)ealed. 

Sec. 2. Prepayment of poll-tax sliall not hereafter be a pre- 
requisite or (j^ualification of the right to vote at any election in 
this Territory. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage. '^

CHAPTEK III. 



An Act to provide for the printing of bills, rules, re- 
ports, documents, etc., in the SPANISH LANGUAGE. 77. 
B, 58; Approved Jdnuary 11, 189 S. 



CONTENTS. 



Skc. 1. The Secretary of the Territory to have printed in Spanish documents so ordered. 
Skc. 2. Paid from insurance license. Secretary to certify. Auditor lo draw warrant. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico: 

Section 1. The Secretary of the Territory is hereby directed 
to have printed in the Spanish language such bills, rules, re- 
ports, documents, etc., as may be ordered printed in the Spanish 
language by the Legislative Assembly or either branch thereof, 
and all such bills, rules, reports, documents, etc., to be bound 
in suitable manner. 

Sec 2. The cost of above work and any necessary expense 
incidental thereto shall be paid for out of any funds now in the 
Territorial treasury, raised from licenses paid by insurance 
agents, and such funds shall be forthwith set aside for the pur- 
poses above mentioned. The Secretary of the Territory shall 
certify the bills for the work directed to be done in the first sec- 
tion of this act to the Territorial Auditor, who shall draw his 
warrant for the amount of such certified bills, as provided for 
in the first part of this section. 

Sec 3. This act shall be in force and take effect from and 
after its passage. 

CHAPTEK* IV. 



An Act to provide for contingent expenses of the execu- 
tive OFFICE during THE 43d FISCAL YEAR. H. B. 38; Ap- 
proved January 19, 1893. 



Be it enacted by the Legislative Asse)7i(>ly of the Territory of 
New Mexico: 

Section 1. The sum of five hundred dollars, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated for tlu^ [)ay- 
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ment of contingent expenses of the executive ofSce of the Ter- 
ritory during the 43d fiscal year, to be paid on bills or accounts, 
certified by the Governor of the Territory, on the warrant of 
the Auditor, out of any unappropriated money in the license 
fund of the treasury. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take efiPect immediately. 



CHAPTEE V. 



An Act to prohibit the eelease of delinquent public offi- 
cials. H, B. 108; Approved January 19, 1898, 



contents. 



Sec. 1. Unlawful to compromise official indebtedness and sureties on bonds. 
Sec. 3. Any snch compromise or discharge invalid, and no bar to a suit. 
Sec. 3. Shall apply to any existing indebtedness or any which may accrue. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico.' 

Section 1. It shall hereafter be unlawful for any Territo- 
rial official, district attorney, board of county commissioners or 
other official charged with the collection of any indebtedness, 
or the prosecution of any suit for the collection of any indebt- 
edness due to, or claimed by, the Territory, any county, city, 
town, precinct or school district from any public official or the 
sureties on his official bond, to compromise, satisfy or discharge 
such indebtedness in favor of such official or sureties, except 
upon payment in full of the amount claimed to be due, or of the 
amount for which judgment is rendered by a court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

Sec. 2. Any compromise, satisfaction or discharge of in- 
debtedness prohibited by the preceding section of this act is 
hereby declared to be invalid, and shall not be held a bar to any 
suit for the collection thereof, and suit may be brought at any 
time within four years from the date of any such compromise, 
satisfaction or discharge to enforce the payment thereof, not- 
withstanding any existing law of limitation. 

Sec. 3. This act shall apply as fully to any indebtedness ex- 
isting at the date of the passage of this act as to any that may 
hereafter accrue.

CHAPTEK VI. 



An Act relating to exemption from taxation, C. B, 4; 
Approved Januartj 20, 1893. 



CONTENTS. 



Sec. 1. Two handreft doUarn exeniption. All property must be listed for taxation. Condi- 
tion of exemption. 

Be it enacted by the Le(jislatlve Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico: 

Section 1. That there shall be exempt from taxation for 
Territorial, county, municipal and school purposes, property of 
the head of a family actually residing in this Territory in the 
sum of two hundred dollars : Provided^ That any and all prop- 
erty must be listed for taxation by the assessor, and before any 
exemption can be allowed or granted the claimant must make 
oath before the assessor as to the true market value of his 
property, and if he claims the whole of said property to be ex- 
empt the claimant must swear that all of his property otherwise 
subject to taxation does not exceed in value the said sum of two 
hundred dollars and that he is the head of a family residing in 
this Territory. 

Sec. 2. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed. 

CHAPTEE VII. 



An Act appropriating moneys to cover deficiencies in ex- 
penses OF THE NEW MEXICO CATTLE SANITARY BOARD. H, 
B. 60; Approved January 21, 1893. 



CONTENTS. 



Sec. 1. Appropriates 3t6,500. 

Sec. 2. Treasurer required to place said sunj to the credit of the cattle indemnity fund. 

Whereas, In the execution of an act entitled "An Act in re- 
lation to live stock," approved February 14, 1891, a deficiency 
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of the Slim of six thousand and five hundred dollars has arisen 
and now remains unprovided for; therefore, 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico: 

Section 1. That the sum of six thousand and five hundred 
dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, be, and hereby 
is, appropriated to the payment of the deficiency existing in the 
expenses of the New Mexico Cattle Sanitary Board out of any 
moneys of the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

Sec 2. That immediately upon the passage of this act the 
Territorial Treasurer be, and he hereby is, required to place to 
the credit of the cattle indemnity fund the sum of six thousand 
and five hundred dollars, and to pay out the same upon the or- 
ders of the said cattle sanitary board in the manner now pro- 
vided by law. 

Sec. 3. All acts and parts of acts in conflict of this act are 
hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect and be enforced 
from and after its passage. 



CHAPTEE VIII. 



An Act preventing the temporary use of any horse, mule 
or other animal, without the consent of the owner. 
H, B, 26; Approved January 24, 1893. 



CONTENTS. 



Sec. 1. Unlawful to take up any animal for use without consent. 
Sec. 2. A misdemeanor; punishable by fine and imprisonment. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico: 

Section 1. Hereafter it shall be unlawful for any person to 
take up from any range, ranch, farm, corral, yard or stable, any 
horse, mule or other animal, and use the same without the con- 
sent of the owner of any such animal or of the person having 
the same in charge. 

Sec. 2. Any violation of the forgoing section shall be deemed 
a misdemeanor, and the punishment therefor shall be a fine of 
not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than one hundred 
dollars, one-half of which shall go to the school fund of the 
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county in which the offense may have been committed, and the 
other half to the owner of any such animal used or taken up, as 
aforesaid, or by imprisonment in the county jail for a period 
not exceeding six months, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment, in the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 



CHAPTEE IX. 



An Act to compel the attendance of witnesses and produc- 
tion OF DOCUMENTARY EVIDENCE BEFORE THE LEGISLATIVE 
ASSEMBLY AND THE COMMITTEES THEREOF. H, B, 37 J Ap- 
proved January 28, 1893. 



CONTENTS. 



Sec. 1. CommitteeB vested with power to subpoena witneswes. 

Sec. 2. Of issnliig subpoenas requiring? witnesses to attend or produce documentary evi- 
dence. 
Skc. 3. Person subpoenaed fniling to appear guilty of misdemeanor and subject to penalty. 
Skc. 4. Sickness only excuse for failii\g to appear. Must give notice accordingly. 
Skc. 5. Confined to acts and conduct of public officials and to transactions relating thereto. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Neto Mexico: 

Section 1. The Council or House of the Legislative Assem- 
bly and the committees thereof, whether standing or special, are 
hereby vested with power to issue subpoenas to compel the at- 
tendance of witnesses and the production of books and papers 
relating to any public matter which may be a proper subject of 
investigation or legislation by the Legislative Assembly. 

Sec. 2. The presiding officer of either house, or his com- 
mittee, shall issue subpoenas requiring the attendance of wit- 
nesses before either of said houses, or any committee thereof, at 
a time and place designated therein, and in like manner shall 
require the production of any l)ooks, papers or documents called 
for upon subjects of public concern under investigation. 

Sec. 8. Any person, being a public officer, or any other per- 
son who may have in his possession or under his control any 
documentary evidence or who may have any knowledge of any 
facts relating to the acts of any public officer, or the collection, 
disbursement or custody of any public funds, who shall without 
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any reasonable excuse fail or refuse to obey any sach subpoenas, 
and attend and answer all proper questions before either of ,eaid 
houses, or any committee thereof, or to produce any document- 
ary evidence under his control and called for by such subpoe- 
nas, when the same shall have been served upon him, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof on indict- 
ment or information, shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
five hundred dollars nor more than two thousand dollars, or by 
imprisonment in the county jail of the county in which such 
attendance is required for a period not to exceed one year, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 4. Whenever such a subpoena shall have been served 
upon a witness in sufiicient time to enable him to attend at the 
designated time and place, the only reasonable excuse for non- 
attendance shall be the sickness of himself or family, and should 
the time of service be insufiicient, or a witness be prevented from 
attending by sickness, then it shall be his duty to give notice 
of the cause of his non-attendance and obey the subpoena as 
soon thereafter as required. 

Sec. 5. This act shall not be so construed as to authorize 
inquiry into the private business of any person, but it shall be 
held to authorize the investigation of the acts and conduct of 
any public official, the collection, disbursement and custody of 
all public funds, and the transactions of any person with refer- 
ence thereto, in order that the Legislative Assembly may legis- 
late intelligently, and that the public may have accurate in- 
formation touching the same. 

Sec. 6. All laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after the date of its f>assage. 



CHAPTEE X. 



An Act to amend section 1, chapteii xii, of the laws of 
1889, providing fok the qualification of justices of 
the peace, constables and other officers. C. B. 36; 
Appr'oved February .2, 1893. 



Be it enacted by the Lecjislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico: 

Section 1, That section X of chapter XII of the Laws of 
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1889, entitled "An Act providing for the qualification of jus- 
tices of the peace, constables and other officers," be and the same 
is hereby amended by striking from the same the words "school 
teacher," contained therein. 

Sec. 2. This act shall not be construed as in any manner 
repealing any of the qualifications of school teachers in this 
Territory, and shall be in force and effect from and after its 
passage. 

CHAPTEE XI. 



An Act to amend an act entitled "an act relating to 
PRACTICE IN THE DISTRICT COURT." (7. B, 13; Approved 
Fehriianj 2, 1893. 



Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico: 

Section 1. That section five (5) of an Act of the Twenty- 
ninth Legislative Assembly entitled "An Act relating to prac- 
tice in the district court," approved February 26, 1891, is here- 
by amended by adding thereto the following clause: 

"Appeals may also be taken in the manner above provided in 
equity cases from such interlocutory judgment or decree in 
actions for partition as determines the rights and interests of 
the respective parties and directs partition to be made." 

Sec 2. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 



CHAPTEE XII. 



An Act to encourage the organization of volunteer fire 
COMPANIES. S. C. B. 7; Approved February 2, 1893. 



contents. 



Sbc. 1. Exempts active members of Are companies from poll-tax, work on roads and certain 

jury service Limitation. 
Sbc. 2. Certificate of oflOlcer in charge prima facie evidence of membership. 
Sbc. 3. Fraudulent certificates a misdemeanor. Penalty. 
Sbc. 4 Population of town exceeding two thousand, exemption limited to forty members. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assemhhj of the Territory of 
New Mexico: 

Section 1. That any person who now is, or may hereaftey 
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become, an active member of any volunteer fire company, or 
other organization for the extinguishment of fire or for the pro- 
tection of property at fires, whether such be now existing and 
in operation, or may hereafter become organized, in any city 
or town within this Territory, of twelve hundred inhabitants or 
over, shall, during such time as he may be an active member of 
such company or other organization be exempt from the pay- 
ment of poll-tax, or work on the roads or road tax in lieu there- 
of, and likewise exempt from service as a juror in any of the 
courts of justice of the peace and coroners of this Territory: 
Provided^ That in every case the active members in each and 
every such company or other organization, entitled to these 
privileges shall not exceed twenty-five in number. 

Sec. 2. The certificate of the chief, foreman, or other offi- 
cer in charge of any such company or other organization refer- 
red to in section 1 of this act, setting forth that any person is 
at the time an active member of such company or organization 
and that the saitie does not embrace more than twenty-five mem- 
bers, shall in all cases be pvimxi facie evidence that such person 
is entitled to the exemptions herein and above provided for. 

Sec. 3. Any chief, foreman or other officer in charge of 
any such fire company or other organization who shall know- 
ingly and willfully grant or issue an illegal or fraudulent cer- 
tificate under the provisions under this act, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined in a sum of 
not less than fifty dollars nor more than five hundred dollars for 
each offense, in the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 4. In all towns of this Territory, whether incorporated 
or unincorporated, in which the population shall not exceed two 
thousand, there shall not be exempt under the provisions of 
this act more than forty active members in any and all such 
companies and organizations. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage, and all acts and parts of acts in conflict here- 
with are hereby repealed.

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico: * 

Section 1. That the sum of two dollars per diem is hereby 
fixed for the pay of each of the sweepers and taking care of the 
Council chamber and hall, and rooms of House of Representa- 
tives, for services rendered during the session of the 30th Leg- 
islative Assembly of New Mexico. 

Sec. 2. That each of said workmen shall present his account 
to the board of capitol commissioners for its approval. 

Sec. 3. When said account shall have been approved, the 
said board of capitol commissioners shall draw its voucher, 
which shall be presented to the Auditor of Public Accounts, 
who shall draw a warrant upon the Territorial treasury, and the 
Treasurer shall pay the amount certified to in said warrant out 
of any money in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

Sec. 4! That this act shall be in force from and after its 
passage and approval.

Be it enacted by the Legislatioe Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico: 

Section 1. That an act entitled "An Act to define the of- 
fense of libel and affix the punishment therefor,'' passed over 
veto January 30, 1889, be and the same is hereby repealed. 
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Sec. 2. This act to take eflPect and be in force from and 
after its passage. 



CHAPTEE XV. 



An Act legalizing transfers of school district property 
by school boards in the territory of new mexico. h. 
B. 45; Approved January 10, 1893. 



Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico: 

Section 1. That all transfers of school district property 
heretofore made by any school board in any school district in 
this Territory are hereby declared valid and legal and all such 
transfers are hereby ratified and confirmed. 

Sec. 2. This act shall be in force from and after its pas- 
sage. 

CHAPTEE XVI. 



An Act and Eesolution authorizing the governor to re- 
ceive certain moneys from the united states, accept- 
ing the terms of the act of congress appropriating 
the same, and providing for the disposition thereof. 
H, B, 81; Approved February 10, 1893. 



contents. 

Preamble.— Concerning the war tax levied by Act of Congress Augusts, 1861, upon the sev- 
eral States and Territories, and by Act of Congress of March 2, 1891, returned upon 
certain conditions stated. 

Sec. 1. ■ Authorizes the Governor to receive the money in full satisfaction of the claim. 

Sec. 2. Sets aside the money for purposes specified. 

Sec. 3. Applies !ffl7,50() in payment of indebtedness of the school of mines on conditions 
stated. 

Sec. 4. Sum for insane asylum to be paid to and credited by Territorial Treasurer. 

Sec. 5. Sum set aside for World's Columbian Exposition to be paid to and credited by Terri- 
torial Treasurer. 

Sec. 6. . Prescribes duties of the Territorial Board of World's Columbian Expositton Man- 
agers in the disposition of said fund. etc. 

Whereas, By an Act of Congress of the United States, en- 
titled "An Act to credit and pay to the several States and 
Territories and the District of Columbia all moneys collected 
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under the direct tax levied by the Act of Congress approved 
August 5th, 1861,'' which said act was approved March 2, 
1891, it was among other things provided ''That it shall be 
the duty of the Secretary of the Treasury to credit to each 
State and Territory of the United States and the District of 
Columbia a sum equal to all collections, by set-off or otherwise, 
made from said States and Territories and the District of 
Columbia, or from any of the citizens or inhabitants thereof;" 
and 

Whereas, By said act it was further provided "That there 
is hereby appropriated out of any money in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated such sums as may be necessary to 
reimburse each State, Territory and the District of Columbia 
for all money found due to them under the provisions of this 
act, and the Treasurer of the United States is hereby directed 
to pay the same to the Governors of the States and Ter- 
ritories, and to the Commissioners of the District of Columbia, 
but no money shall be paid to any State or Territory until the 
Legislature thereof shall have accepted, by resolution, the sum 
here appropriated and the trust imposed in full satisfaction of 
all claims against the United States on account of the levy and 
collection of said tax, and shall have authorized the Governor 
to receive said money for the use and purposes aforesaid;" and 

Whereas, In pursuance of the provisions of said act the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury found to be due to and did credit the 
Territory of New Mexico with the sum of about sixty-two thou- 
sand dollars; now, therefore. 

Be it resolved and enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of New Mexico: 

Section 1. The Governor of the Territory of New Mexico 
is hereby authorized and empowered to receive from the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury of the United States any and all moneys 
coming to the Territory of New Mt^xico under and in pursuance 
of the Act of Congress hereinbefore referred to, and that the 
same shall be received and accepted by the Territory of New 
Mexico in full satisfaction of all claims agaiust the United States 
on account of the levy and collection of the direct tax levied by 
the Act of Congress approved August »5, 1861. 

Sec. 2. Said money, when collected, to the amount of sixty- 
two thousand dollars, is hereby set aside and appropriated for 
the use of the school of mines at Socorro, the insane asylum at 
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Las Vegas, for New Mexico's exhibit at the World's Columbian 
Exposition of 1893, the agricultural experimental station to be 
located in the county of San Juan, and for the asylum for the 
deaf, dumb and blind at Santa Fe, in the following proportions : 
To the school of mines, seventeen thousand five hundred dol- 
lars; to the insane asylum, seventeen thousand five hundred dol- 
lars; to the World's Columbian Exposition, seventeen thousand 
dollars; to the agricultural experimental station in San Juan 
county, five thousand dollars; and to the asylum for the deaf, 
dumb and blind, five thousand dollars: Provided, however, 
That the amount hereby appropriated for the school of mines 
shall only be used for the purpose of paying the indebtedness 
already incurred by the Territory in the erection of the build- 
ing of said school of mines: And, provided, further, That the 
amounts hereby appropriated for the agricultural experimental 
station and the asylum for the deaf, dumb and blind shall be 
expended in a manner hereinafter to be provided by law, and 
any sum received by the Governor in excess of sixty-two thou- 
sand dollars shall be paid into the treasury of the Territory and 
credited to the miscellaneous fund. 

Sec. 3. The Governor is hereby authorized to apply the 
seventeen thousand five hundred dollars appropriated to the 
New Mexico School of Mines to the payment and satisfaction 
of the existing indebtedness of said school of mines, so far as 
the same will go: Provided, That he shall not take up or pay 
any of the outstanding obligations unless the same shall be first 
surrendered up for cancellation at a cost not to exceed the face 
value and accrued interest thereof [thereon] at the time of said 
payment, and it is hereby made the duty of the Governor so 
soon as he shall have received said money to notify the holders 
of all indebtedness against said school of mines of his willing- 
ness to pay off and discharge the same, which notice shall be 
either personal, by letter or by publication in some newspaper 
published in the Territory, for a period of thirty days, and after 
the giving of said notice all of such indebtedness shall cease to 
bear interest; and it is hereby made the duty of the Governor, 
the Territorial Treasurer, and the Auditor to cancel and destroy 
all evidence of indebtedness of the said school of mines so fast 
as the same shall be paid off and discharged, a memorandum of 
which shall be made in the books of the Treasurer and Auditor 
showing the date of such cancellation and description of the 
obligation cancelled. 
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Sec. 4. The Governor is hereby authorized to pay to the 
treasury of the Territory the sum hereinafter appropriated for 
the use of said New Mexico Insane Asylum, to be by the Ter- 
ritorial Treasurer credited to the fund for the support and 
maintenance of said institution and by him paid out as other 
moneys belonging to such fund. 

Sec. 5. The moneys hereinbefore appropriated for the use 
of the World's Columbian Exposition shall be turned into the 
Territorial treasury by the Governor and credited to the 
account of the Columbian Exposition fund, to be paid out and 
disbursed for the use of the World's Columbian Exposition of 
1898, in the same manner as is now provided by law for the 
disbursement of said exposition fund by an Act of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly of the Territory of New Mexico entitled "An 
Act providing funds and making appropriations for the fox'ty- 
second and forty-third fiscal years, and for other purposes," 
approved February 26, 1891. 

Sec. 6. The Territorial Board of World's Columbian Ex- 
position Managers of New Mexico shall expend the moneys 
herein set aside to the use of said exposition in collecting, 
transporting and exhibiting at said exposition the material 
wealth and resources of said Territory with a special view of 
of displaying the great natural and undeveloped wealth therof ; 
said board shall take charge of all material collected for such 
exposition from the Territory of New Mexico, transport the 
same to the city of Chicago, care for, manage and control the 
same during the exposition, and at the end thereof dispose of 
any material on hand as to such board will appear to the best 
interest of the Territory, and shall turn into the Territorial 
treasury the proceeds arising from the sale of the material 
sold, after first paying any indebtedness created by said board 
in the collection, transportation and management thereof, the 
money so turned into the treasury to be credited to the general 
expense fund. Within sixty days after the end of said exposi- 
tion said board shall make a full and complete report to the 
Governor of the Territory of all its transactions, accompanied 
by a tabulated statement showing all the receipts and expendi- 
tures of moneys coming into its hands from said Territory. 

Sec. 7. All acts and parts of acts in conflct herewith are 
hereby repealed and this act §hall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.

Be it enacted hy the Le(/islatire Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico: 

Section 1. There is hereby created and established at Sil- 
ver City, in Grant county, and in Las Vegas, in San Miguel 
county, in the Territory of New Mexico, iuvstitutions of learning 
to be known as the Normal Schools of New Mexico. 

Sec. 2. Such schools shall be located upon a tract of land 
suitably and pleasantly located, containing not less than twenty 
acres, and situate not more than one and a half miles from said 
Silver City and Las Vegas, respectively, the location of such 
land to be ap{)roved by the respective boards of regents created 
by this act. and the same shall be conveyed to such boards by 
a good and indefeasible title in fee simple within six months 
after the passage of this act, free of any cost to the Territory or 
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said boards, and no expenditure of money shall be made under 
this act upon such land until such conveyance is made and ac- 
cepted by such boards. 

Sec. 3. The control of such normal schools shall be each 
under a board of five regents to be appointed by the Governor 
of the Territory. In making such appointments for the first 
time, one shall be ap[X)inted for one year, one for two years, one 
for three years, one for four years and one for five years, and 
thereafter appointments shall be made for the term of five 
years,and at the expiration of the terms of the several members, 
or when vacancies may otherwise arise. The members of each 
such board shall be voters of the Territory and the owners of 
real estate therein, and no more than three of the members of 
each said board shall be of the same political party. Each such 
board shall constitute a body politic and corporate, and shall 
have power to sue and be sued, to contract and be contracted 
with, and the title to all property belonging to each such 
normal school shall be vested in the respective corfX)rate bodies 
and their successors. 

Sec. 4. Within thirty days after the appointment of each 
such board, the members thereof shall meet at Silver City and 
Las Vegas, respectively, at a time to be designated by the Gov 
ernor of the Territory, and each shall organize by the election 
of one member thereof as [)rebident and another member as sec- 
retary and treasurer, and annually thereafter a meeting of such 
boards shall be held for the same purpose, but such officers shall 
hold their offices until their successors shall be elected and quali- 
fied. The person who may be elected as secretary and treasurer 
of each such board shall execute his bond, payable to the Ter- 
ritory of New Mexico, for not less than twenty thousand dollars, 
with at least two freehold sureties, residents of the Territory, 
which shall be conditioned for the faithful performance of the 
duties of such secretary and treasurer, and shall be approved by 
the Governor and filed with the Secretary of the Territory. 

Sec. 5. Each of said boards of regents shall hold at least 
four meetings during each year at their respective normal schools 
for the purpose of discharging their duties under this act, the 
time of such meetings to be fixed by such board, and the presi- 
dent of such board may call special meetings thereof when in 
his judgment the business of such schools demands the same. 
Three members of such boards shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. 
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Sec. 6. Said boards of regents shall have full and complete 
power and control over their respective normal schools. Each 
board shall employ a superintendent or principal for such school 
who shall have the supervision and control of the school under 
such rules and regulations as may be provided by such board. 
Such board shall determine and provide as to what branches 
of learning shall be taught in such school and the classification 
and order of the same, and shall also direct the number of 
teachers that shall be employed, and shall determine the com- 
pensation to be paid to the superintendent and teachers. Such 
board shall also prescribe upon what terms and conditions pupils 
shall be admitted to such school, but no pupils shall be admit- 
ted who are not residents of this Territory. 

Sec. 7. The president of each board shall preside at all 
meetings thereof and shall sign the proceedings of the same, 
and shall sign all orders directed by the board to be drawn 
upon the treasurer thereof for the payment of money. In the 
absence of the president at any meeting of the board the mem- 
bers present shall elect a president pro ton. 

The secretary of the board shall have charge of the records, 
books, and papers belonging to such board, and shall keep a 
record of the proceedings of such board ; and shall issue and 
attest all orders directed by the board to be drawn upon the 
treasurer of the same for the payment of money. Such secre- 
tary, as treasurer, shall have the care and custody of all moneys 
belonging to such school, and he shall pay out the same only 
upon orders drawn upon him by direction of the board of re- 
gents and signed by the president thereof ; and at each regular 
meeting of such board such treasurer shall submit to the same 
a statement showing a full accouat of the condition of financial 
affairs of such school. 

Sec. 8. The members of the respective boards of regents 
shall be entitled to the sum of two dollars per day during the 
time they shall be employed in the actual discharge of their 
duties, and five cents per mile for each mile necessarily traveled 
in going to and returning from their places of residence to the 
place of meeting of such board, but the person who is elected 
as secretary and treasurer of such board shall be entitled to re- 
ceive three dollars per day during the sessions of such l)oard, 
and mileage as above provided. 

Sec. 9. For the purpose of erecting buildings for such 
schools, furnishing the same, improving the grounds and maiii- 
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taining such schools, the Auditor of the Territory shall cause to 
be levied upon all taxable property in the Territory during the 
year commencing on the 4th day of March, 1893, and ending 
on the 3rd day of March, 1894, a tax of two-fifths of one mill, 
which levy shall be collected during the same year and applied 
to the above appropriation. Five thousand dollars of said sum 
shall be available for each of said schools for the purposes 
specified herein on the first day of January, 1894, and the 
balance of said levy so collected on the 4th day of March, 
1894, and shall be paid upon presentation to the Treasurer of 
the Auditor s warrant, which shall be issued upon an order 
from the respective boards of regents of such normal schools: 
Provided, however, That no indebtedness, binding in any man- 
ner upon the Territory, shall be incurred by the boards of re- 
gents or any other person or persons on behalf of said schools 
over and above the amount derived from the collection of said 
two-fifths mill levy.

There is hereby created and established a sub- 
agricultural experiment station in connection with the Agricul- 
tural College and Agjricultural Station of New Mexico. Said 
sub-agricultural experiment station is hereby located at some 
point in the county of San Juan, hereafter to be selected by the 
board of regents of the Agricultural College of New Mexico: 
Provided, That the county of San Juan or some person or per- 
sons for said county shall within three months from the passage 
of this act deed, donate and transfer to the Territory of New 
Mexico, for the use of said sub-agricultural experiment station, 
not less than one hundred acres of good arable land under an 
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irrigating ditch, such land and the location thereof to be ac- 
cepted and determined by the board of regents of the agricul- 
tural college. The sufficiency of the deed and the title to the 
land so to be donated to the Territory of New Mexico shall be 
passed upon and approved by the Solicitor General of New 
Mexico. 

Sec. 2. The board of regents of the Agricultural College 
and Agricultural Station of New Mexico are hereby authorized 
and instructed to apply to the construction of buildings, etc., 
of the sub-agricultural experiment station provided for by this 
act, the sum of five thousand dollars, appropriated by the Leg- 
islative Assembly of New Mexico for the agricultural experi- 
ment station in the county of San Juan under and by the pro- 
visions of House Bill No. 81, being an act entitled "An Act and 
Resolution authorizing the Governor to receive certain moneys 
from the United States, accepting the terms of the Act of Con- 
gress appropriating the same and providing for the disposition 
thereof." 

Sec. 3. The board of regents of the Agricultural College 
and Agricultural Station of New Mexico are hereby authorized 
and instructed to apply to the support and maintenance of the 
sub-agricultural experiment station herein provided for, so much 
of all the moneys now on hand and hereafter received from the 
Government of the United States under and by virtue of Acts 
of the Congress of the United States approved March 2, 1887, 
and entitled "An Act to establish agricultural experiment sta- 
tions in connection with the colleges established in the several 
States under the provisions of an act approved July 2, 1862, 
and of the acts supplementary thereto," as can be applied by 
said board of regents in justice to the Agricultural College of 
New Mexico, at Las Cruces, and the sub-stations to be estab- 
lished in other portions of the Territory.

Section 1. Hereafter any check, order, ticket, or due bill, 
issued by any store-keeper, firm, trading or mercantile company, 
for merchandise, the amount of which is to be charged against 
and withheld from the wages of any miner, laborer or other 
employe, working in any mine, mill, smelter, or other manu- 
facturing or mechanical work, or from the proceeds of ore from 
any lease, or sub-lease upon any mine or portion of any mine, 
shall, upon presentation and demand, be redeemed by the per- 
son, firm, trading or mercantile company issuing the same, at 
its full face value, in either lawful money of the United States 
or mechandise, at the option of the holder of such check, order, 
ticket or due bill: Provided, That the holder is not at the 
time of such presentation and deemed [demand] indebted to 
such store-keeper, firm, trading or mercantile company, for 
goods, wares and merchandise to him sold, had and delivered. 

Sec. 2. Upon the refusal of any store-keeper, firm, trading 
or mecantile company to redeem any such check, order, ticket 
or due-bill, in lawful money of the United States, at its full face 
value, if demanded by the holder thereof, such holder shall re- 
cover the amount of the same in an action at law in any court 
of competent jurisdiction from the person, firm, trading or mer- 
cantile company issuing the same, and twenty-five (25) per cent, 
penalty added, together with interest and cost of such action, 
unless such holder is at the time of such presentation and de- 
mand indebted to such person, firm, trading or mercantile com- 
pany, as provided in section 1 of this act. 

Sec. 3. This act shall be in full force ancj effect from ancj 
after its passage.

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico: 

Section 1. Every corporation operating a railway in this 
Territory shall be liable in a sum sufficient to compensate such 
employe for all damages sustained by any employe of such cor- 
poration, the person injured or damaged being without fault on 
his or her part, occurring or sustained in consequence of any 
mismanagement, carelessness, neglect, default or wrongful act 
of any agent or employe of such corporation, while in the ex- 
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ercise of their several duties, when such mismanagement, care- 
lessness, neglect, default or wrongful act of such employe or 
agent could have been avoided by such corporation through the 
exercise of reasonable care or diligence in the selection of com- 
petent employes, or agents, or by not over-working said em- 
ployes or requiring or allowing them to work an unusual or 
unreasonable number of hours ; and any contract restricting such 
liability shall be deemed to be contrary to the public policy of 
this Territory and therefore void. 

Sec 2. It shall be unlawful for any such corporation know- 
ingly and willfully to use or operate any car or locomotive that 
is defective, or any car or locomotive upon which the machinery 
or attachments thereto belonging are in any manner defective, 
or shops or machinery and attachments thereof which are in 
any manner defective, which defects might have been previously 
ascertained by ordinary care and diligence by said corporation. 

If the employe of any such corporation shall receive any in- 
jury by reason of such defect in any car or locomotive or 
machinery or attachments thereto belonging, or shops or 
machinery and attachments thereof, owned and operated, or 
being run and operated by such corporation, through no fault 
of his own, such corporation shall be liable for such injury, 
and upon proof of the same in an action brought by such em- 
ploye or his legal representatives, in any court of proper 
jurisdiction, against such railroad corporation for damages on 
account of such injury so received, shall be entitled to recover 
against such corporation any sum commensurate with the in- 
juries sustained: Provided, That it shall be the duty of all the 
employes of railroad corporations to promptly report all defects 
coming to their knowledge in any such »jar or locomotive or 
shops or machinery and attachments thereof to the proper 
officer or agent of such corporation and after such report the 
doctrine of contributory negligence shall not apply to such 
employe. 

Sec. 3. Whenever the death of an employe shall be caused 
under circumstances from ivhich a cause of action would have 
accrued under the provisions of the two preceding sections, if 
death had not ensued, an action therefor shall be brought in 
the manner provided by section 2310 of the Compiled Laws of 
New Mexico, as amended by chapter XLIX of the Session 
Laws of 1891 of New Mexico, and any sum recovered therein 
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shall be subject to all of the provisions of said section 2310 as 
so amended.

request of the party desiring such license, signed by the appli- 
cant, setting forth the place or building in which said games 
are to be carried on, and said license shall only be good and 
apply to such place of business in said application mentioned:

Sec. 9. Of abandoned children. 

Sec. 10. Of order of probate judge declaring child adopted.

Sec. 13. Child adopted, parents and relatives relieved of parental duties and responsibilities. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico: 

Section 1. Aiiy minor child may be adopted by any adult 
person or charitable association or incorporation organized and 
existing for the custody, care, maintenance and education of 
orphan, illegitimate, abandoned and other children entrusted to 
its custody and care without any reward or recompense for such 
custody, care, maintenance and education, in the cases and sub- 
ject to the rules prescribed in this chapter. 

Sec. 2. The person adopting a child must be ten years older 
than the child adopted. 

Sec. 3. Neither a married man not lawfully separated fiom 
his wife nor a married woman not lawfully separated from her 
husband can adopt a child without the consent of the wife or 
the husband, providing the husband or wife not consenting is 
capable of giving such consent. 

Sec. 4. A legitimate child can not be adopted without the 
consent of its parents, if living together; and if legally sepa- 
rated, the consent of the parent having legal custody of the 
child must be obtained. It shall not be necessary to obtain the 
consent from a father or mother deprived of civil rights or ad- 
judged guilty of adultery or cruelty, and for such cause divorced

and deprived of the custody of the child, or adjudged to be a 
habitual drunkard, or who has been judicially deprived of the 
custody of the child on account of cruelty to, abandonment and 
neglect of, the child or of infamous conduct. 

Sec. 5. An illegitimate ^hild can not be adopted without 
the consent of its mother, if known or capable of consent. 

Sec. 6. The consent of a child over the age of twelve years 
is necessary to its adoption. 

Sec. 7. The person, association or corporation seeking to 
adopt a child must file a petition in the probate court of the 
county in which such person resides, or corporation or associa- 
tion has its institution and home for the custody and care of 
such child, which petition shall state fully the facts and cir- 
cumstances entitling applicant to adopt such child, which peti- 
tion shall be verified by oath of applicant. If the person or 
persons whose consent to such adoption is necessary are resi- 
dents of this Territory, and not incapacitated by sickness or pld 
age, they must appear before the probate judge at the time of 
filing of such petition or at the time set for hearing thereon, 
and the necessary consent must thereupon be signed and an 
agreement be executed by the person or persons, association or 
corporation adopting a child, to the effect that the child shall 
be adopted, treated with kindness, and properly cared for and 
educated. If the persons whose consent is necessary for the 
adoption of a child are not residents of this Territory, or are 
incapacitated by sickness or old age from appearing before the 
probate judge, then their written consent, duly acknowledged 
before some officer or court of record authorized by law to take 
acknowledgments of instruments, shall be filed in the probate 
court where such application for adoption is made and shall be 
deemed sufficient proof of such consent. 

Sec. 8. Upon satisfactory proof that any person or persons 
having the custody and control of a child or children are com- 
mon prostitutes or inhabitants or inmates of a house of ill-fame 
and such child or children are so situated that they are liable 
to be corrupted by their association with such person or per- 
sons, the probate judge shall have full power and authority to 
deprive such person or persons of the custody of such child or 
children and place such child or children in the custody and 
control of any proper person, association or corporation without 
the consent of the parent or parent^ or tb<? custodian or custo- 
r 
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dians of such child or children, upon the execution of the agree- 
ment hereinbefore required of persons adopting a child. 

Sec. 9. Upon satisfactory proof that a child is abandoned 
and unprovided for by its parents or relatives the probate judge 
shall permit such child to be adop};e<l without the consent of its 
parents or relatives, upon the execution of the agreement here- 
inbefore required of the applicant. 

Sec. 10. The probate judge must examine all persons ap- 
pearing before him pursuant to the provisions of this chapter 
and if satisfied that the interest of the child or children to be 
adopted will be promoted by the adoption by applicant he must 
make an order declaring the child to be adopted by the appli- 
cant and thenceforth to be regarded and treated in all respects 
as the child of the person adopting ; or if the applicant be such 
an association or corporation as mentioned in this chapter, the 
probate judge must make an order declaring such child or chil- 
dren to be adopted by such association or corporation, and 
thenceforth such association or corporation to be considered as 
having the custody and control of such child or children in place 
of its natural guardians. 

Sec. 11. Upon complaint or satisfactory proof that the per- 
son or persons, association or corporation adopting a child are

Section 1. Whenever, in any incorporated town or village 
situated more than fifty miles from the county seat of the county 
in which such town or village is situated, any person shall be 
tried before any justice of the peace, whose precinct or any part 
thereof is embraced within such town or village, for any offense 
against the laws of the Territory amounting to a misdemeanor, 
and who shall be convicted thereof and be sentenced to be con- 
fined in the county jail, either as a part of the punishment in- 
flicted for such offense or for the non-payment of the fine and 
costs that may be assessed against the person, it shall be lawful 
for the sheriff or constable receiving the order of commitment 
to confine the defendant in the calaboose or jail belonging to 
such town or village for the period or term directed in the judg- 
ment or order of commitment. And for the purposes of this act 
the calaboose or jail of such town or village is hereby declared 
to be a county jail. 

Sec. 2. The boards of county commissioners in the several 
counties of the Territory are hereby authorized and empowered 
to make and enter into a contract with the trustees of any town 
or village mentioned in the first section of this act for the feed- 
ing and guarding of the prisoners confined in the calaboose or 
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jail of any such town or village under the provisions of this act, 
and to pay out of the county treasury to the trustees of such 
town or village for the feeding and guarding of such prisoners 
in accordance with the terms of such contract: Provided, how- 
ever, That the price so contracted shall not exceed th^ regular 
legal rate paid the sherifp for feeding prisoners.

reasonable attorneys' fees, actually expended by him, shall be 
and remain a charge against the real property so afPected of

Sbg. 1. Holders of school warrants issued prior to February 26, 1891, authorized to bring 
suit in district court. 

Sbc. 2. Holders may unite as complainants against coanty and school districts. Suits shall 
be brought on the chancery side of the court. 

Sbc. 3. Service of process, and defense by district attorney. 

Sbc. 4. Proceedings and statement by master in chancery. Payment. Tax levy. 

Sbc. 5. Decrees in favor of holders may at option be paid by interest bearing bonds in lieu 
of tax levy. 

Sbc. 6. Costs other than attorney's fees shall be equally divided between plaintiff and de- 
fendant, except, etc. District attorney. 

Sbc. 7. Applies to both suits pending and to be brought. 

Whereas, Prior to the passage of the present school law of 
the Territory of New Mexico, in several counties of said Terri- 
tory the expense of the schools had been paid by school super- 
intendents of the county drawing warrants upon the county 
treasurer, instead of the fund being distributed among the dif- 
ferent districts of the county and the warrants being drawn 
upon the district treasuries ; and 

Whereas, County treasurers have refused to pay many of 
said warrants which are alleged to have been given in good 
faith for services actually rendered and supplies actually fur- 
nished said schools; and 

Whereas, The holders of said warrants are practically with- 
out any remedy for collection of the same or any part thereof; 

Be it enacted by the Legislatioe Assembly of the Territory of 
Neiv Mexico: 

Section 1. That the holders of any school warrants in this 
Territory, issued by county school superintendents prior to the 
26th day of February, A. D. 1891, be and they are hereby au- 
thorized to bring suit in the district court for the county in 
which said warrauts were issued against the school districts and 
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the county for the purpose of adjusting and determining the 
genuineness of said warrants and the fact that the same were is- 
sued for services actually rendered or supplies actually furnished 
for the use of the schools of said county. 

Sec. 2. Any part or all of said warrant holders may unite 
in the same suit as complainants and both the county and all 
the school districts thereof shall be made defendants in such 
suit, and such suit shall be brought on the chancery side of the 
court in the nature of a bill in equity for an accounting, and the 
district court shall take jurisdiction of the same and it shall be 
the duty of the district attorney to appear and defend said suits 
for the county and the school districts or either or any of them 
^hall be allowed to employ additional counsel. 

Sec. 3. The county shall be described as the board of coun- 
ty commissioners and process shall be served upon said board 
as now provided by law, and the process upon the school dis- 
tricts shall be served by delivering a subpoena or summons 
issued as in ordinary cases upon the school superintendent of 
the county and the respective chairmen of the school boards, 
whose duty it shall be to at once notify the proper district attor- 
ney, who shall enter his appearance in answer to said subpoena 
or summons and defend such suit as hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 4. The proceedings in said cause shall be the same as 
in ordinary chancery cases, and upon a statement of account by 
the master in chancery a decree shall be rendered therein de- 
termining the amount of such indebtedness, who is entitled to 
receive the same, whether the original persons to whom said 
warrants were issued or by whom said sf^rvices were rendered, 
or supplies furnished, or the assignee thereof, and how much 
the holder thereof is lawfully entitled to receive for the same, 
and thereupon a decree or judgment shall be rendered in favor 
of said persons for the amount of the indebtedness so claimed 
against the county or district liable ; and the amount of such 
decree shall be paid out of the county school fund where the 
warrant is a county debt, or out of the proper district fund 
where the warrant represents a district indebtedness, and if the 
same are insufficient to pay such indebtedness it shall be the 
duty of the county commissioners or district school directors to 
levy a sufficient tax at the time the general taxes are levied and 
cause the same to be levied in like manner and at the same time 
that general taxes are collected for the purpose of satisfying 
and paying off such decree or tax, 
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Sec. 5. The holders of any such warrants who may procure 
any such decree in their favor may at their option accept bonds, 
interest bearing obligations, to bear interest at the rate of six 
per centum per annum, and due in ten years, payable in five 
years, in satisfaction of such indebtedness, in lieu of causing 
the amount thereof to be levied and collected as provided for 
in the foregoing section. 

Sec. (5. The costs of any such suit authorized by this act 
shall be divided equally by the court between the complainants 
in such suit and the defendant, not including attorney's fee, 
but including the fees of the district attorney, who shall be al- 
lowed such reasonable compensation as the court may in its 
discretion fix, not to exceed five per cent, of the amount re- 
covered or involved in the suit: Provided, however, That if 
no judgment or decree should be rendered in favor of the 
complainant or complainants, then the whole of the costs of 
such suit shall be paid by the complainant or complainants. 

Sec. 7. This act shall apply to suits now pending or any 
which may be hereafter brought. 

Sec. 8. This act shall be in force and effect from and after 
its passage.

That all incorporated towns in the Territory not laid off in 
wards shall at the next municipal election elect a board of 
education consisting of three members, one of whom shall 
serve for the term of three years, one for the term of two years, 
and one for the term of one year, and thereafter at each annual 
election there shall be elected one member of the board who 
shall serve for the term of three years, Each member of the 
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board of education shall be a qualified voter of the Territory of 
New Mexico, and shall have resided in the district at least two 
years next preceding the election, and shall be a tax payer. 

Sec. 2. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall be in force from and after its pas- 
sage.

Every person who shall falsely make, alter, forge 
or counterfeit any railroad ticket, check or pass, with intent to 
injure or defraud, shall be punished by imprisonment in the 
Territorial penitentiary for not more than five years nor less 
than one year. 

Sec 2. Every person who shall utter or publish or attempt 
to utter or publish any false, forged or altered railroad ticket, 
check or pass, knowing the same to be false, forged or altered, 
with intent to injure or defraud, shall be punished by imprison- 
ment in the Territorial penitentiary for not more than five years 
nor less than one year. 

Sec 3. Every person who shall have in his possession any 
forged, counterfeited or altered railroad ticket, check or pass, 
with intent to utter or publish the same and injure or defraud, 
knowing the same to be forged, counterfeited or altered, shall 
be punished by imprisonment in the Territorial penitentiary for 
not more than five years nor less than one year.

Upon the appointment of the members of the board, 
as hereinbefore provided, they shall organize and elect from 
their number a president and secretary and treasurer, who shall 
do and perform all the duties that shall be incumbent upon them 
as such officers. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the board of regents to es- 
tablish, maintain and control, at Roswell, a military institute 
for the education and training of the youth of this country of 
as high a standard as like institutions in other States and Ter- 
ritories. 

Se(^. 5. The said board shall have full power and authority 
to make such rules and regulations concerning the government 
and course of said institute as they may deem proper; to make 
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contracts with teachers ; to erect buildings and make snch other 
improvements as the institute may require. 

Sec. 6. The said board of regents shall have power to sell, 
lease or otherwise dispose of, as to them may seem best for the 
benefit of the institute, the lands and property heretofore do- 
nated by the citizens of Chaves county to said institute, or that 
may hereafter be donated, except forty acres surrounding the 
proposed site of the institute, which shall be forever set apart 
for the use of the institute.

solemnly swear" and closing "so help me God."" 

Whenever any person is required to take or subscribe 
an oath and shall have conscientious scruples against taking the 
same, he shall be permitted, instead of such oath, to make a 
solemn affirmation with uplifted right hand in the following 
form, viz: ''You do solemnly, sincerely and truly declare and 
affirm," and close with "and this I do under the pains and' penal- 
ties of perjury," ^hich affirmation shall be equally valid as if 
such person had taken an oath in the usual form, and every per- 
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son guilty of falsely, willfully or corruptly declaring as afore- 
said shall be liable to punishment for the same as for perjury.

same out of his own salary ; now, therefore, 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico: 

Section. 1. That there be and hereby is appropriated out of 
the Territorial treasury the sum of one thousand two hundred and 
thirty dollars, oyt of the salary fund, or out of any moneys in the 
treasury not otherwise specially appropriated, to be paid to 
Demetrio Perez, Territorial Auditor, on his own warrant, on

Boards of trustees of incorporated towns and vil- 
lages, under the provisions of chapter XXXII, Session Acts of 
1891, in the Territory of New Mexico, shall have and possess 
all the general and other powers now by law conferred on in- 
corporated towns for the good government, order and welfare 
thereof.

vided, however, That no bonds shall be issued in excess of the 
amount necessary to cover the actual cost and expense of such 
sewers or other public improvements, as may be estimated, un- 
der oath, by the engineer or other officer submitting plans aud 
specifications therefor, which plans and specifications have been 
approved by any such council or board. 

Sec. 5. All incorporated cities, towns or villages shall have 
full power and authority to make all needful and necessary po- 
lice and other regulations for the flowing and use of water in 
public acequias for irrigating purposes within the corporate 
limits of such cities, towns or villages. 

All towns and villages shall have power to grant, 
by ordinances, franchises and privileges for street car lines, water- 
works, lighting purposes and other public conveniences and 
comforts, for the furnishing of which such franchises and priv- 
ileges are necessary.

That no owner, whether corporate or otherwise,' 
of palace cars, drawing room cars or sleeping cars, excepting 
railroad companies operating railroads in this Territory shall 
have the right to use or charge or collect fare or compensation 
for the use of any car within this Territory after the first day 
of April, eighteen hundred and ninety-three, until such owner 
shall have paid to the Territorial treasury the tax and made the 
report hereinafter required, and any violation of this section 
shall constitute a misdemeanor and be punished by a fine of 
one hundred dollars for each offense upon conviction thereof. 

Sec. 2. Every such owner of the cars mentioned in section 
1, except such railroad companies ap aforesaid, shall make and 
return during the month of March in each year to the Ter- 
ritorial Auditor a true statement of the whole number of cars 
operating in this Territory, of the counties through which such 
cars run, and the number and kind of cars, and the number of 
miles operated in each of said counties, and of the gross earn- 
ings made by the use of such cars between points in and upon 
business done local to this Territory, during the preceding 
year ending on the first day of the said month of March, which 
statement shall be verified oy such owner or by some officer or 
agent having official knowledge of the facts, and at the time of 
returning such satement shall pay into the Territorial treasury 
the annual tax hereinafter prescribed. 

Sec. 3. Such owner shall pay two dollars and fifty cents 
upon each one hundred dollars of gross earnings reported as re- 
quired by section 2 of this act, to the Territorial Treasurer, on 
or before the first day of April in each year, one-half of which 
shall be for the benefit of the Territorial treasury, to be appor- 
tioned ratably among the several funds thereof, and the other 
one-half shall be for the benefit of the several counties through 
which such cars may run and shall be distributed among them 
and paid over to the several county collectors thereof by the 
Territorial Treasurer in the ratio which the number of miles in 
any county over which such cars may run shall bear to the 
whole number of miles in this Territory over which such cars 
may run.

Section 1. That the county of Union is hereby created out 
of that portion of the Territory of New Mexico lying and being 
situate within the following metes and bound, to wit: Com- 
mencing at a point on the line between the State of Colorado 
and the Territory of New Mexico, at a point where the range 
line between townships 27 and 28 east crosses said line, thence 
running south on said range line between 27 and 28 east to the 
south line of the county of Mora in said Territory ; thence east 
along the said north line of the said county of Mora to the line 
of what is known and called the Pablo Montoya grant; thence 
in a southeasterly direction along the easterly line of the said 
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Pablo Montoya grant to the north line of what is called and 
known as Baca location No. 2 ; thence east along the north line 
of said Baca location No. 2 to the north-east comer of said Baca 
location No. 2; thence south along the east line of said Baca 
location location No. 2 to the south-east corner of said Baca loca- 
tion No. 2 ; thence continuing south to the township line between 
townships 11 and 12 north; thence east along said line between 
townships 11 and 12 north to the east line of the Territory of 
New Mexico ; thence north on the east line of the Territory of 
N^w Mexico to the north-east comer of said Territory ; thence 
west along the (north) line of the said Territory of New 
Mexico to the range line between ranges 27 and 28 east to the 
point of beginning. 

Sec. 2. The county seat of the county of Union shall be 
and the same is hereby located in the town of Clayton in said 
county. 

Sec. 3. The county officers of the said county of Union to 
serve until the first day of January, 1895, shall be voted for and 
elected at a special election to be held on the first Tuesday in 
December, 1898, in said county for such ofiicers, by the legal 
and qualified voters of said county, and that thereafter the said 
county officers of the said county of Union shall be voted for 
and elected by the legal and qualified voters of said county at 
the general elections held in this Territory for the election of 
county officers, and the several officers for the said county of 
Union elected at the special election to be held on the first 
Tuesday in December, 1893, shall qualify before and enter 
upon the discharge of their duties on the first day of January, 
A. D. 1894, and until that date the territory embraced in the 
said county of Union shall be and remain in the respective 
counties of said Territory from which the same has been taken 
to create the said county of Union. 

Sec. 4. The Governor of the Territory of New Mexico 
shall, within six months after the passage of this act, appoint 
three capable and qualified persons, legal voters within the 
county of Union, as a returning board, whose duty shall be the 
same as county commissioners in regard to appointment of 
boards of registration and election in the several precincts of the 
said county of Union, and whose duty it shall be to call and give 
notice of the holding of the said special election to be held in 
the said county of Union on the first Tuesday in December, 
1893, and which said notice shall be given in the same manner 
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and for the same period of time prior to holding the said 
special election as now provided by law to be given by county 
commissioners of the several counties of this Territory for the 
holding of general elections, and the said members of the said 
returning board, before entering upon the discharge of the 
duties imposed upon them, shall take the oath of office before 
some officer qualified to administer oaths, as provided for 
county commissioners, and shall be subject to the same 
penalties for neglect or failure to discharge their several duties 
as is provided by law in the case of county commissioners when 
acting in the same capacity, and said returning board when so 
appointed and qualified as herein provided shall have the same 
power and authority as to the receiving, canvassing and 
certifying of the returns of said special election to be held on 
the first Tuesday in December, A. D. 189 Ji, for the county 
officers of said county, as is now conferred upon county com- 
missioners of the several counties of this Territory by law, and 
the members of said returning board shall serve \a such 
capacity without compensation for their services. 

Sec. 5. The returning board for the said county of Union 
herein provided for in section -4 of this act, in addition to the 
duties therein provided, shall, as soon after their said appoint- 
ment and qualification as practicable, meet and choose one of 
their members as president and another as secretary of said 
board, and after said board shall have so duly organized they 
are hereby empowered and authorized in the name of the said 
county of Union to procure proper and suitable books of records 
for the said county of Union and to employ a competent and 
suitable person, or to contract with some suitable or competent 
person, to transcribe in said books of records any and all neces- 
sary conveyances, mortgages, liens, incumbrances or contracts 
affecting the title to any real or personal property within the 
said county of Union, from the records of the county recorders 
of the counties from which the said county of Union has been 
segregated or organized, and such transcript of such records 
shall be certified to under oath of the party transcribing the 
same, and such records when so transcribed and certified to shall 
become and be the records of the said county of Union affect- 
ing said property and shall have the same force and effect and 
be as binding and receivable as evidence in the courts of the 
Territory the same as if the said certified copies of records were 
original records: Provided, however, That in transfers pertain - 
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ing to real estate, none but the last transfer of record shall be 
copied or transcribed in said books, and no mortgage, lien, or 
other incumbrance or writing in the records of any of the coun- 
ties from which the said county of Union is organized, which 
shall have become satisfied, paid ofip, discharged or released, 
either by payment or limitation, shall be copied or transcribed 
in such record books of the said county of Union ; and any con- 
tract or agreement made and entered into by said board in the 
name of the said county of Union for the purchase of said re- 
cord books and making the transcripts therein shall be a legal 
and binding obligation against the said county of Union, and 
to be allowed and paid by the board of county commissioners 
of said county of Union, when said commissioners shall have 
been elected and qualified, in the same manner as other claims 
and demands against the said county of Union shall be audited 
and paid. The said board, by its president and secretary, shall 
keep a complete record of all their proceedings and doings, and 
shall at the first meeting of the county commissioners of said 
county of Union held after the first day of January, 1894, de- 
liver the said records to the board of county commissioners, 
which shall be filed and kept among the records of said county 
as a part of the records thereof, and such transcripts of records 
hereinbefore provided to be made affecting the title of the real and 
personal property in said county of Union shall be delivered to 
the probate clerk and ex- officio recorder of said county to be by 
him and his successors in office kept as records of said county 
affecting the property therein. 

Sec. 6. All moneys and receipts arising and accruing from 
taxation, licenses and privileges for county purposes within said 
county of Union from and after the first day of January, 1894, shall 
be and become and belong and pertain to the revenues of the said 
county of Union, and shall be paid over to and into the hands 
of the treasurer of said county when such treasurer of said coun- 
ty shall have been elected at said special election to be held on 
the first Tuesday of December, 181) 3," and shall have qualified 
as prescribed by law for county treasurers, and to be by him 
paid out only upon the warrant or order of the board of county 
commissioners of said county, or in such manner as is provided 
by the laws of this Territory for the payment of money by 
county treasurers from public funds. And all said county offi- 
cers elected at said special election to be held on the first Tues- 
day of December, 1893, before entering upon the discharge of 
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their duties of their respective offices, shall take the oath re- 
quired by law and enter into a bond for the faithful discharge 
of their duties, as is required by law of other like officers. 

Sec. 7. The county commissioners of said county of Union, 
after they shall have been duly elected and qualified as herein- 
before provided, for the purpose of raising funds for the erec- 
tion of a suitable court house and jail buildings for said 
county, are hereby authorized and empowered to issue bonds of 
said county, not to exceed twenty thousand dollars ($20,000), 
said bonds to run for the period of and become due and pay- 
able in twenty years from the date of their issue, but payable 
at the option of said county at any time after the expiration of 
ten years, said bonds to be in the usual form, and in sums of 
one thousand dollars each, or any multiple thereof; and said 
bonds to bear interest at the rate of six per cent, per annum 
until paid, interest payable semi-annually. And the board of 
county commissioners of said county of Union are required 
annually, when other taxes are levied and collected, to levy and 
cauFe to be collected upon all taxable property of said county 
a sum sufficient to pay said interest and such portion of the 
principal as shall be necessary to pay such bonds at maturity, 
or sooner if it be elected so to do, as hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. S. The county commissioners of the counties from 
which the said county of Union has been sergregated and 
organized, on the first day of January, 1894, shall ascertain the 
total indebtedness of each of their said counties at that date, 
less cash on hand to pay such indebtedness, and shall ascertain, 
as near as may be done from the assessment rolls of the year 
1893, the value of all taxable property embraced in the ter- 
ritory of each of said counties before the organization and 
formation of the said bounty of Union. And on the first day 
of January, 1894, or as soon thereafter as practicable, the said 
county commissioners of said counties from which the said 
county of Union has been segregated and organized, together 
with the returning board of the said county of Union hei'^ein- 
before provided to be appointed, shall meet and ascertain the 
proportion of the taxable property of each of said counties from 
which the said county of Union has been organized that has 
been taken from such counties into the county of Union by the 
organization of the said county of Union, and the said county 
of Union shall pay to each of said counties from which the 
gaid county of Union has been organized their proportion or 
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pro rata share of the indebtedness of said counties on the first 
day of January, 1894, proportionate to the amount of taxable 
property taken from any or either of said counties as aforesaid 
by the organization of the said county of Union, less the value 
of any moneys on hand in either of said counties to pay in- 
debtedness, or the value of any permanent public improvements 
in said counties over and above such permanent public im- 
provements taken into the said county of Union, and for 
this purpose the said county of Union may i^sue bonds of the 
same character, interest and denomination as provided in the 
preceding section of this act, for the purpose of paying its share 
of the foregoing pro rata indebtedness. The bonds authorized 
in this act shall specify for what purpose or what account they 
are issued, and shall only be issued by the duly elected and 
duly qualified board of county commissioners of said county of 
Union after they shall have entered upon the discharge of their 
duties of said oflSce: Provided, however, That the county of 
Union shall not be required to pay to any or either of the 
counties from which the said county of Union has been segre- 
gated or organized any portion of any indebtedness incurred 
by either of said counties for any public improvements which 
shall be made in any or either of said counties after the pas- 
sage of this act. 

Sec. 9. Until the first day of June, 1894, the officers of the 
several counties from which the county of Union has been seg- 
regated and organized shall exercise the functions of their sev- 
eral offices over such portion of the said county of Union here- 
tofore composing a part of their respective counties, andrecieve 
the pay and emoluments therefor, and until such time be in no 
wise affected by this act unless such duties and powers conflict 
with the duties and powers by this act expressly conferred upon 
the returning board of said county of Union hereinbefore pro- 
vided, and all taxes, licenses, fines, penalties and forfeitures as- 
sessed or collected in said county of Union up to and until the 
first day of January, 1894, shall be paid and belong to such 
county from which said county of Union has been organized, 
the same as if said county of Union had never been organized. 

Sec. 10. For representation in the Legislature of the Ter- 
ritory of New Mexico the county of Union is hereby attached 
to the counties of Colfax and Mora, and with the said counties 
of Colfa^ and Mora shall jointly elect one member of the Terri- 
torial Council, and each of the said counties of Colfax, Mora

Sec. 11. For judicial purposes the county of Union shall 
hereafter be attached to and form a part of the fourth judicial 
district of the Territory of New Mexico, and a district court for 
said county of Union shall commence and be held at the county 
seat of said county, commencing between the first day of Sep- 
tember and the first day of December, 1893, at such time be- 
tween said dates as the presiding judge of the fourth judicial

Sec. 13. The several officers of the said county of Union, 
where the salary and compensation of the same is not fixed or 
regulated by law. until otherwise provided such officers shall 
receive the same compensation as is fixed by law for the county 
of Mora in said Territory for like officers ; and the county attor- 
ney for said county of Union shall be such district attorney of 
said Territory as the judge of said fourth judicial district court

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico: 

Section 1. The Territorial board of education is author- 
ized and directed to organize and conduct, or under its supervis- 
ion cause to be organized and conducted, during each of the 
years 1893 and 1894 five Territoriai normal institutes, the lead- 
ing objects of which shall be better to educate teachers and those 
proposing to teach in the branches required to be taught in the 
common schools ; to train them in the best and most approved 
methods of imparting instruction and in managing aud conduct- 
ing schools ; to acquaint them with the laws of the Territory per- 
taining to education ; and to stimulate professional enthusiasm. 

Sec. 2. The length of time for which said institutes shall 
be held shall be not less than eight weeks each. In them tui- 
tion shall be free. 

Sec. 3. Said institutes shall be held annually at such times 
as said board of education shall deem most advantageous to the 
cause of popular instruction and education, one in each of the 
following places : Los Lunas, Valencia county ; Mora, Mora coun- 
ty ; Chama, Eio Arriba county ; Roswell, Chaves county ; and 
Fernandez de Taos, Taos county. New Mexico. 
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Sec. 4. To defray the expensea of holding said institutes the 
Territorial Auditor is instructed and it is hereby made his duty 
to make and include each year in the annual levy for taxation 
for Territorial purposes a sufficient levy to raise the sum of one 
thousand two hundred and fifty dollars, which said amount shall 
be collected in the same manner as other taxes for Territorial 
purposes, and when collected said money shall be equally di- 
vided and used for the purposes provided by this act and upon 
the order of the Superintendent of Public Instruction of this 
Territory.

There is hereby created and established in con- 
nection with the Agricultural College and Agricultural Station 
of New Mexico two branch agricultural experiment stations to 
be located as follows: One at some point in the north-eastern 
portion of the Territory of New Mexico between the town of 
Glorieta, in the Sierra Madre mountains, and the town of Raton, 
near the eastern boundary of New Mexico, and the other at some 
point in the Pecos valley, in the south-eastern portion of the 
Territory ; the exact point in each section to be determined here- 
after by the board of regents of the Agricultural College and 
Agricultural Station of New Mexico. 

Sec. 2. For the purposes of this act there shall be deeded, 
donated and transferred to the Territory of New Mexico, at each 
of the points finally determined upon by the said board of re- 
gents for the exact location of the said experiment stations, for 
the use of each of said branch agricultural experiment stations, 
not less than one hundred acres of good arable land under an 
irrigating ditch, such land and the location thereof to be ac- 
cepted and determined by the said board of regents of the agri- 
cultural college; the sufficiency of the deed and the title tto the 
land so to be donated to the Territory of New Mexico to be 
passed upon and approved by the Solicitor General of the Ter- 
ritory. 

Sec. 3. The board of regents of the Agricultural College 
and Agricultural Station of New Mexico is hereby authorized 
and empowered to apply to the construction of buildings, etc., 
upon the lands donated to each of said branch agricultural ex- 
periment stations provided for by this act, out of the moneys 
hereinafter levied and collected, the sum of not tess than two 
thousand five hundred dollars to each of said experiment 
stations. 

Sec. 4. The board of regents of the Agricultural College 
and Agricultural Station of New Mexico is hereby authorized 
and instructed to apply to the support and maintenance of each 
of the branch agricultural experiment stations hereby created 
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so much of all the moneys now on hand and hereafter received 
from the government of the United States, under and by virtue 
of an Act of the Congress of the United States approved March 
2nd, 1887, and entitled ''An Act to establish agricultural ex- 
periment stations in connection with the colleges established in 
the several States under the provision of an act approved July 
2nd, 1862, and of the acts supplementary thereto," as can be 
applied by said board of regents in justice to the Agricultural 
College of New Mexico, at Las Cruces, and the experiment 
stations hereby and heretofore established in other portions of 
the Territory; 

Sec. 5. For the purpose of constructing the buildings, etc., 
upon the lands donated to each of the said agricultural experi- 
ment stations provided for by this act and for the further pur- 
pose of constructing additional buildings at the Agricultural 
College and Agricultural Station of New Mexico, established by 
an Act of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of New 
Mexico approved February 28, 1889, the Territorial Auditor is 
hereby directed to levy for the 44th fiscal year, beginning March 
4, 1893, and ending March 3, 1894, upon all taxable property 
in the Territory of New Mexico a tax of ^ of 1 mill, which tax 
when so levied and collected during the same year shall be dis- 
tributed and applied in equal parts for the purposes above 
named to each of the branch agricultural experiment stations 
established by this act and the Agricultural College and Agri- 
cultural Station of New Mexico.

Sec. 3. The board of regents of the Agricultural College

[Sec. 2.] Any person offending against the provisions of 
this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars, 
and dismissal, in the discretion of the court.

Section 1. That section 35 of chapter XXV of the Session 
Acts of 1891 be amended to read as follows: 
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That the following are hereby declared to be and are to be 
temporary funds for common school purposes and shall be paid 
to the county treasurer to be applied by the county treasurer to 
the general school fund of each respective county: 

First, The proceeds of all sales of intestate estates which 
escheat to the Territory. 

Second, All forfeitures or recoveries on bonds of county, pre- 
cinct or Territorial school officers. 

Third, The proceeds of all fines collected for violation of the 
penal laws. 

Fourth, The proceeds of the sales of lost goods or estrays. 

Fifth, All moneys arising from licenses imposed upon whole- 
sale and retail liquor dealers, distilleries, breweries, wine presses, 
which now pay license or may hereafter be required to pay 
license.

The col- 
lector or person paying in the above enumerated moneys to the 
county treasurer shall receive from the county treasurer a re- 
ceipt in full for the amount paid in.

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
I New Mexico: 

Section 1. That- it shall be unlawful for any person who 
is not at the time of the passage of this act engaged in the prac- 
tice of dentistry in the Territory of New Mexico to commence 
such practice unless such person shall have received a certificate 
from the duly authorized board of dental examiners hereinafter 
provided for. 

Sec. 2. A board of dental examiners to consist of five prac- 
ticing dentists within the Territory of New Mexico is hereby 
created, whose duty it shall be to carry out the purposes and en- 
force the provisions of this act. The members of said boatd 
shall be appointed by the Governor. The term for which the 
members of said board shall hold their offices shall be four years, 
and until their successors shall be appointed. In case of a va- 
cancy occurring in the membership of said board such vacancy 
shall be filled by appointment by the Governor. 

Sec. 3. The said board shall within sixty days after their 
appointment meet at the capital of the Territory of New Mex- 
ico, and organize by electing one of its members president and 
one secretary thereof. Said board shall meet at least once in 
each year thereafter, and as often and at such times and places 
as it may deem proper and necessary. A majority of said board 
shall at all times constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business. 

Sec 4. It shall be the duty of every person who at the 
time of the passage of this act is engaged in the practice of 
dentistry in the Territory of New Mexico within six months 
from the date of the passage of this act to cause his or her 
written application to be filed with the secretary of said board 
for a certificate to continue in the practice of dentistry within 
said Territory ; and all persons whom the board may find to 
have been engaged in the practice of dentistry within the Ter- 
ritory of New Mexico for the period of one year next preced- 
ing the passage of this act shall be entitled to receive a certifi- 
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cate from said board of examiners without further examination. 

Sec. 5. No person whose name is not registered, on the 
books of said board as a regular practitioner of dentistry, with- 
in the time prescribed in the next preceding section, shall be 
permitted to practice dentistry within the Territory of New 
Mexico, until such person shall have been duly examined by 
said board, and regularly licensed in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act: Provided^ further^ That all persons pre- 
senting a diploma from a college recognized as reputable by the 
National Association of Dental Examiners and paying the sum 
of five dollars to the secretary of the board shall be entitled to 
receive a cei*tificate without further examination. 

Sec. 6. In order to provide the means for carrying out and 
enforcing the provisions of this act said board of examiners shall 
charge each person applying for a certificate to continue in the 
practice of dentistry the sum of five dollars for said certificate, 
and all persons applying for an examination to procure a cer- 
tificate to commence the practice of dentistry within the Ter- 
ritory of New Mexico shall pay to the secretary of said board, 
before submitting to said examination, the sum of twenty-five 
dollars. 

Sec. 7. Any person holding a license from said board who 
shall be charged with immoral or unprofessional conduct may, 
if found guilty as charged, upon proper investigation had by 
said board, have his or her license revoked by said board. 

Sec. 8. All moneys received by the board shall be held by 
the secretary thereof as a special fund for paying the necessary 
expenses and for enforcing the provisions of this act. 

The secretary shall give to the board a good and sufficient 
bond, to be approved by said board and in an amount to be 
fixed by the board. 

Sec. 9. No part of the salary or other expenses of said 
board shall be paid out of the Territorial treasury. 

Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the secretary of the board 
to make an annual report to the Governor of the Territory, at 
such times as may J>e directed by the board, and such report 
shall be signed and approved by the president of the board. 

Sec. 11. Any person who shall violate any of the provisions 
of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof may be fined not less than twenty dollars nor 
more than one hundred dollars, or be imprisoned in the county 
jail not less than one month nor more than three months or by 
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both such fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court 
trying said cause. 

Sec. 12. Any justice of the peace of the county in which 
such violation was committed shall have jurisdiction in all cases 
of violations of this act, and it shall be the duty of the respect- 
ive county attorneys to prosecute all violations of this act. 

Sec. 18. Nothing in this act shall be construed to interfere 
with physicians and surgeons in their practice as such.

Provided, That the foregoing appropriation for the compen- 
sation of assessors shall be to pay for the fiscal year commenc- 
ing on the first Monday of March, A. D. 1894: And, provided, 
fuHker, That the said assessors shall be paid on all their as- 
sessments as approved by the board of county commissioners 
or board of equalization, to become due when said rolls 
are completed, turned over and so approved, less 25 per cent, 
which is to be retained by the proper authority until the 
taxes so assessed are either collected or shown to be uncol- 
lectible. That it shall be the duty of each assessor to make out, 
perfect and complete all assessment books, rolls, lists and abstracts 
of assessment required by law to be made for any purpose what- 
ever, free of any additional charge therefor, and no further or 
other compensation shall be paid to any one for making out, 
perfecting or completing any tax or assessment books, rolls, 
lists, schedules, or other abstracts required by law to be made 
in any county, either for the use of the board of county com- 
missioners or for the Auditor of the Territory, or for [the] col- 
lector of such taxes. 

For transportation of convicts to the penitentiary 

and executing death warrants $ 4,000 00 

Provided, That no sheriflP shall employ more than one guard 
in conducting prisoners to the penitentiary unless there be more 
than two prisoners, and for every two additional prisoners he 
shall be entitled to one additional guard: Pro nided, further, 
That no sheriff shall charge for prisoners and guards, in trans- 
porting prisoners, any greater amount than the actual necessary 
expenses of such guard and prisoners in going and returning, 
but such guards shall be paid one dollar per day while neces- 
sarily so traveling with such prisoners and returning. 

Sec. 3. For Territorial purposes for the 45th fiscal year 
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there shall be levied, during the 44th fiscal year, upon each dol-. 
lar of taxable property in the Territory of New Mexico, the fol- 
lowing tax, viz: Six mills on the dollar. 

For Territorial purposes for the 46th fiscal year there shall 
be levied, during the 45th fiscal year, upon each dollar of .tax-, 
able property in the Territory of New Mexico, the following tax, 
viz: Six mills on the dollar: •; 

Provided, That the Territorial Treasurer shall distribute the 
cash product of the tax levy for each fiscal year to each appro- 
priation for that year in the proportion that each appropriation 
bears to the total appropriations, outside of the appropriations 
for interest on bonds, which must be complete and inviolate. 

Sec. 4. To pay for any deficits in the 44th fiscal [year] 
$80,000, or so much thereof as may be necessary, are hereby 
appropriated: Provided, That [for] the payment of this ap- 
propriation there is hereby levied a special tax of two and one- 
quarter mills on the dollar on all the taxable property of the 
Territory of New Mexico, which said levy shall be certified by 
the Auditor to the board of county commissioners of the sev- 
eral counties of this Territory at the same time as the other tax 
levies of 1893 are so certified, and shall be levied by the board 
of county commissioners in the same manner as other Territo- 
rial taxes and collected in like manner with other Territorial 
taxes; and the product of said special levy shall be used exclu- 
sively for the payment of any deficits which may arise in any 
of the funds of the 44th fiscal year ; but the product of the said 
special tax shall be applied to the payment of any such deficits 
as soon as and as fast as the same shall come into the treasury. 

Sec. 5. Any bank in this Territory duly incorporated under 
the laws thereof, or under the laws of the United States, and 
havidg a paid up capital of not less than fifty thousand dollars, 
shall have the right to become a depository of Territorial moneys 
to an amount not exceeding forty per cent, of its paid up capital 
stock upon complying with the provisions of this section: Pro- 
vided, That no bank shall be the depository of such moneys to 
an amount exceeding twenty per cent, of its paid up capital stock 
so long as there shall not be a sufficient amount of public 
moneys to be deposited to supply all banks applying therefor 
and complying with the provisions of this section an equal pro 
rata share of such moneys as herein provided : And provided, 
further. That such moneys shall be equitably divided among 
the banks applying therefor in proportion to the paid up capi- 
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tal stock of the several banks which shall have complied with 
th^ provisions of this section. 

Any such incorporated bank desiring to take the benefit of 
the provisions of this section shall make, execute and deliver a 
bond to the Territory of New Mexico in a penalty which shall 
be not less than double the amount which the said bank may be 
entitled to receive on deposit under the provisions of this sec- 
tion, conditioned that such bank will promptly pay out to the 
parties entitled thereto all public moneys in its hands upon law- 
ful demand made therefor, and will whenever thereunto required 
by law pay over to the Territorial Treasurer such moneys. 

The sureties upon any such bond shall be bona fide residents 
of the Territory of New Mexico, and shall be owners of unen- 
cumbered real estate within the Territory in value equal to at 
least three times the penalty of such bond, and no one person 
shall be or become surety upon more than one such bond at any 
one time. 

The bond required by this section shall be approved by the 
Governor, the Treasurer and Auditor of this Territory, who shall 
at the time of approving the same certify in writing thereon 
that they have made diligent, personal investigation as to the 
sufficiency of the sureties thereon and are satisfied that such 
bond is amply sufficient to protect the interests of the Territory 
beyond a reasonable doubt. 

Upon the approval by the Governor, Treasurer and Auditor 
of any such bond, it shall be their duty forthwith to deposit the 
same with the Territorial Treasurer, who shall be the custodian 
thereof. 

It shall be the duty of the Territorial Treasurer, upon receipt 
of such bond from the Governor, forthwith to deposit with the 
bank executing the same its share of the public moneys in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this section, and in paying out 
public moneys to have due regard for the rights of the several 
banks complying with the provisions of this section, so that no 
advantage or favoritism shall be shown to any bank, but the 
balances shall be maintained as nearly as practicable in accord- 
ance with the spirit of this section. 

Any bank desiring to do so may, in lieu of the bond with 
security provided by this section, deposit with the Territorial 
Treasurer interest bearing bonds of the United States or of 
this Territory at par as security for public moneys, and upon 
receipt of such interest bearing bonds at par as security for 
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such deposit by the Treasurer he shall proceed to deposit with 
the bank depositing such bonds its pro rata share of public 
moneys in the same manner as if such bank had executed a 
bond in accordance with the provisions of this section and such 
bond had been duly approved by the Governor of the Territory. 

Each bank receiving on deposit public moneys under the 
provisions of this section shall pay interest thereon at the rate 
of at least 3 per cent, per annum, which interest shall be cal- 
culated on daily balances and credited monthly. 

Every deposit by the Territorial Treasurer under the pro- 
visions of this section shall be carried upon the books of the 
depository in such manner as the said Treasurer shall direct, 
and every such depository shall keep its accounts with the 
Treasurer in such form as shall be prescribed by him. 

"The Albuquerque National Bank, of Albuquerque, is hereby 
designated as the Territorial depository for all Territorial 
funds, unless deposited in some other bank under the provisions 
of this act, and the amount deposited in said bank to meet war- 
rants drawn on the Territorial Treasurer shall not, by the dis- 
tribution of said funds, be reduced to less than the sum of 
twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000), and such sums over 
that amount shall draw 3 per cent, interest per annum. 

Sec. 6. No sheriff or collector in any county of this Ter- 
ritory who may have funds in hip possession which are required 
by law to be turned over to the Treasurer of this Territory, 
whether arising from the collection of taxes or from any other 
source, shall be allowed mileage in connection with the trans- 
mission of any such funds to the seat of government: Provided, 
however, That in counties of this Territory where there is no 
express office or offices located at the county seat, the sheriff of 
any such county shall be entitled to demand and receive six 
cents per mile in going to and returning from the express office 
nearest to the county seat of his county when actually engaged 
in the business of transmitting such funds, but no such mileage 
shall be charged for or allowed more than once in any month. 

Sec. 7. For the purpose of paying all claims against the 
Territory duly audited and allowed, or to be hereafter duly 
audited and allowed, arising from the failure of the cash Receipts 
from the tax levies of 1890 and 1891 for the payment of the 
appropriations of the 42nd and 43rd fiscal years to equal the 
appropriations for those years, an issue of bonds of the Terri- 
tory is hereby authorized and directed to be made, to be known 
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as "Casual Deficit Bonds of the Territory of New Mexico;" such 
bonds shall be issued in denominations of one hundred, two 
hundred, five hundred or one thousand dollars, shall bear inter- 
est at the rate of 5 per cent per annum, payable semi-annually 
on the first days of January and July, principal and interest 
payable at the National Bank of Commerce in New York; such 
bonds shall be payable absolutely in thirty years from their date, 
and the Territory shall have the right to pay them at any time 
after ten years from the date of their issue ; such bonds shall be 
signed by the Governor and Territorial Treasurer, and counter- 
signed by the Auditor of Public Accounts. For the purpose of 
payment of the semi-annual interest on said bonds, the Auditor 
is hereby required and directed to levy a tax annually suflScient 
to pay the interest, and to give due notice thereof to the assess- 
ors or other officers charged with the duty of the assessment of 
taxes in each county of this Territory, whose duty it is hereby 
made, upon receiving notice of such levy, to assess the same in 
the same manner as other taxes are assessed; and for the ulti- 
mate payment and redemption of such bonds, there shall be 
annually levied, after the expiration of ten years from the date 
of their issue an annual tax sufficient to provide for the payment 
of all the bonds herein authorized at or before their maturity: 
Provided, That there shall be a further issue of said bonds as 
herein provided for to redeem the certificates issued to the con- 
tractors for the construction of buildings for the school of mines, 
after the appropriation to the payment thereof of the amount of 
$17,500, heretofore appropriated for their payment, to- wit: $13,- 
920, together with all interest that shall have accrued thereon 
to the time of the issue of such bonds: Provided, further, That 
no more than 6 per cent, interest shall be allowed or paid upon 
such certificates in any case : And provided, further. That any 
person or persons whomsoever who shall after the passage of 
this act incur any indebtedness of whatsoever kind purporting 
to be for or in behalf of said school of mines, in excess of the 
amount of funds appropriated for their maintenance or support- 
ing the same, shall be found guilty of felony, and upon convic- 
tion thereof shall be punished by imprisonment in the Territo- 
rial penitentiary for not less than six months nor more than two 
years. 

Upon the presentation and surrender of these claims in sums 
of one hundred, two hundred, five hundred or one thousand dol- 
lars or multiples thereof to the officers required to sign th© 
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bonds herein provided for, who are hereby constituted a board 
to make the exchange, the owners or holders thereof shall be 
entitled to receive the bonds herein provided for to the extent 
of such presentation and surrender: Provided^ further, That 
the holders of the outstanding warrants of the Territory, payable 
out of the general fund not otherwise appropriated, may at any 
time convert the same into bonds of the Territory. 

For the purpose of making the conversion, an issue of bonds 
of the Territory is hereby authorized, to be known and desig- 
nated as the Refunding Bonds of the Territory of New Mexico. 
Such bonds shall be dated July 1, 1893, and shall conform as 
far as practicable, as to time, rate of interest, place of payment 
and manner of issue, to the bonds issued under chapter CXXII 
of the Laws of the 28th Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of New Mexico, and the provisions of said chapter for the pay- 
ment of the interest and for the ultimate redemption of the 
bonds therein authorized are hereby made applicable to the 
bonds which may be issued under this section, and binding 
upon all officers concerned in the levy, assessment and collec- 
tion of taxes. The provisions of this section shall not be con- 
strued to include what are known as the ''Militia Warrants" of 
the Territory. 

Sec. 8. At the end of each fiscal year, and after any appro- 
priation or expenditure which may be required to be paid out 
of any particular fund shall have been paid, all the surplus 
which shall remain in any or either one of the particular funds 
bhall be used, first, in paying any deficit in any other fund, and 
if not needed for that purpose to be used in paying off outstand- 
ing warrants except warrants "issued or purporting to be issued 
under and by virtue of an act" entitled "An Act to amend an 
act entitled 'Militia,' approved January 28, 1807, and others" 
known as militia warrants, such warrants to be paid in the order 
of their issue until all of the outstanding warrants of this Ter- 
ritory, with the exception of what are known as militia war- 
rants, shall be paid; the Treasurer shall transfer all surplus 
after paying warrants as provided above to the penitentiary 
sinking fund for the payment and redemption of penitentiary 
bonds. 

Sec. 9. That section 191 of the Compiled Laws of 1884 be 
and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 191. Between the 15th and 20th of November in 
each year it shall be the duty of the Treasurer, in the same 
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manner, to present all the warrants, coupons and other evidences 
of indebtedness that may have been paid after the date that the 
last were burned, and the same proceedings shall be practiced 
as before ordained, and the lists of the warrants, coupons and 
other evidenced of indebtedness destroyed shall have the same 
effect as expressed in section 190. 

Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the Territorial Treasurer at 
the end of each quarter of the fiscal year, when there are funds 
on hand for the redemption of outstanding warrants in excess 
of five hundred dollars, to publish a notice in some newspaper 
published at the capital that he has funds on hand to pay war- 
rants up to a certain number and date, and calling said warrants 
for payment, and interest shall cease on all warrants so called 
at the expiration of ten days from the date of such notice. 

Sec. 11. To provide for the payment and redemption of the 
bonds issued under section 2549 of the Compiled Laws of 1884, 
there is hereby authorized an issue of bonds of the Territory, 
to be known as the * 'Penitentiary Refunding Bonds;" seventy- 
one thousand dollars of said bonds shall be dated July 1, 1894, 
and thirty-eight thousand dollars shall be dated January 1, 1895, 
or such portions of said amounts as shall remain unpaid at those 
dates shall be so dated. The bonds herein provided for shall 
Conform in all respects, as far as practicable, to the bonds issued 
under chapter CXXII of the Laws of the 28th Legislative As- 
sembly ; such bonds shall be offered by the Treasurer in ex- 
change for the bonds issued under section 2549 of the Compiled 
Laws of 1884, and due and timely notice shall be given by said 
Treasurer of the time and place when and at which such ex- 
change can be made, by publication in some newspaper published 
at the seat of government of the Territory. The provisions of 
section 2552 of the Compiled Laws of 1884 are hereby made 
applicable to the bonds to be issued hereunder, and said section 
2552 is hereby amended by inserting therein after the word 
^'purpose" and before the word "immediately," in the eighth 
line from the bottom of pa^e 1178 of the Compiled Laws of 
1884, these words: ''If, in the opinion of the Governor, the 
lowest bid for the sale of said bonds is too high, he shall reject 
said bid, and may invest such surplus moneys in any other in- 
terest bearing securities of the Territory, the purchase of which, 
in his judgment, will be more advantageous to the Territory 
than the acceptance of the lowest bid," 
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Sec. 12. That section 2859 of the Compiled Laws of 1884 
be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 2859. On the first day of January in each year half 
of the unpaid taxes for the year last past, and on the first day 
of July in each year the remaining half of the unpaid taxes for 
the year last past, shall become delinquent and shall draw 
interest at the rate of twenty-five per cent, per annum, but the 
collector shall continue to receive payments of the same after 
the first day of January and July until the day of sale. 

Sec. 13. That section 2853 of the Compiled Laws of 1884 
be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 2853. One-half of the taxes upon real estate shall, 
as between vendor and purchaser, become a lien upon such real 
estate on and after the first day of January in each year, and 
the other half on and after the first day of July in each year. 

Sec. 14. That section 2855 of the Compiled Laws of 1884 
be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 2855. No personal demand for taxes shall be neces- 
sary, but it Is the duty of every person subject to taxation to call 
upon the county collector between the first day of August and 
the first day of January following and pay half his taxes, and 
to call upon the county collector between the first day of Au- 
gust and the first day of July in the following year and pay the 
other half of his taxes; and if any person shall fail or neglect 
to pay his taxes as herein above provided until after the first 
days of January and July following the levy thereof the collect- 
or shall proceed to make the same by distraint and sale of his 
personal property, and the tax list shall be sufficient warrant 
for such distraint. It is, however, the duty of the collector to 
visit each precinct in his -county to receive the taxes, first giv- 
ing ten days notice of the time and place appointed by him by 
handbills posted in at least three public places in the precinct. 
He shall give such notice immediately after receiving the tax 
lists: Provided, That when the collector negligently or will- 
fully fails or refuses to collect any of such taxes, or to make 
such distraint, he shall be liable on his bond or [for] the full 
amount of such taxes so failed to be collected or distrained for, 
together with interest at 12 per cent. 

Sec. 15. That on all Territorial warrants issued subsequent 
to March 4, 1889, payable out of the funds not otherwise ap- 
propriated interest at the rate of 6 per cent. . per annum from 
the date of their issue till paid shall be allowed and paid semi- 
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annually, and the same shall be entitled to be converted into 
the l)onds provided for in section seve of thi^ act. 

Sec. 1(). The Territorial Auditor is hereby authorized and 
required to audit the accounts of the Territorial Treasurer 
covering the disbursements made by the Treasurer in con- 
nection with the- payment of the interest on the Territorial 
bonded debt in excess of the appropriations heretofore made 
for that purpose, and to credit the Treasurer in his accounts 
with the Territory such sums as the Auditor may find to have 
been necessarily expended by the Treasurer for commissions, 
exchange, expressage and interest on past due coupons. 

Sec. 17. It appearing that certain unpaid claims against 
the Territory arising in the 40th and 41st fiscal years were not 
included in the Auditor's reports to the 29th Legislative As- 
sembly and were not provided for in the deficit fund appro- 
priation for the 42nd fiscal year, all such claims which have 
been duly audited and allowed shall be entitled to be converted 
into the bonds provided for in section seven of this act. 

Sec. 18. That thirty per centum of the amount levied and 
collected or that may be collected in each county for the 44th 
fiscal year under the provisions of section six of an act entitled 
"An Act providing funds and making appropriations for the 
42nd and forty -third fiscal years, and for other purposes, ap- 
proved February twenty-sixth, 1891, shall be paid and turned 
over to the treasurers of the respective counties wherein the 
same have been levied and collected or may hereafter be col- 
lected, to be used solely and exclusively for the purposes of 
paying the expenses of the district courts in the counties, and 
no more than said amounts in each of said counties shall be 
expended for the district court purposes during said forty- 
fourth fiscal year. 

Sec. 19. The fees of all witnesses for the prosecution in 
criminal cases, a trial of which is had in the district court of 
any county of this Territory on change of venue from any other 
county, shall be paid by the county in which the indictment 
was found, and the clerk of the district court for the county in 
which such trial is had shall upon the order of such district 
court issue orders upon the treasurer of the county in which 
snch indictment is found for the payment of the fees and mile- 
age of such witnesses : '^Provided, When a change of venue is 
taken in any criminal case the clerk of the court in county 
from whence the case is changed shall notify the clerk of the 
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district court where the same is tried of the amount available for 
witness fees in such case." 

Sec. 20. For the purpose of maintaining the district courts 
in the several counties of this Territory, there shall be levied by 
the county commissioners of each county during the year com- 
mencing on the first day of March, 1893, and in every year there- 
after, a tax upon each dollar of taxable property sufiicient to 
meet the expenses of the district courts; said tax shall be col- 
lected in the same manner as other taxes are collected and shall 
be known as the ''Court Fund;" when collected it shall be turned 
over to the county treasurer, to be by him disbursed for the 
payment of the expenses of the district courts in his county only 
upon a certificate of the clerk of the district court of the dis- 
trict in which his county is situated that an allowance has be n 
made by said court, and no court shall authorize the issuance 
of any certificate on any account whatsoever unless there shall 
be at the time money in the county treasury to meet and pay 
such certificate, and said clerk shall immediately after the close 
of any term of court transmit to said treasurer a certified list of 
all allowances made by said court at such term, and any such 
treasurer who shall disburse any of the money provided for in 
this section except upon the ceiiiificate of the clerk of the dis- 
trict court of the district in which his county is situated shall 
be deemed guilty of a felony, and upon conviction thereof shall 
b(^ confined in the Territorial penitentiary not less than two 
years nor more than ten years. The assessor and collector in 
each of the counties of this Territory shall be paid for the 
assessment and collection of this tax as for the assessment and 
collection of other general taxes. 

Sec. 21. In case of any surplus in the "Court Fund" of any 
county upon the first Monday in March in each year, it shall 
be the duty of any treasurer in any county in which a surplus 
exists to transfer and apply it to the "Court Fund" of the next 
succeeding year. 

Sec. 22. Any clerk of a district court who shall issue any 
certificate evidencing any indebtedness of any county, on ac- 
count of district courts, without the express order of a court of 
which he is clerk shall be deemed guilty of a felony, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished by imprisonment in the 
Territorial penitentiary not less than two years nor more than 
ten years. 
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Sec. 28. The Territorial Auditor is hereby authorized to 
audit the accounts of the sheriffs of this Territory which have 
not been allowed by him for the reason that the amounts of such 
accounts were in excess of the annual appropriations, and to al- 
low such*portious of such accounts as may be found by him to 
be justly due on such auditing; and the account so audited and 
allowed shall be entitled to be converted into the bonds provided 
for in section 7 of this act. 

Sec. 24. The Agricultural College and Agricultural Station 
of New Mexico, hereafter to be known as the New Mexico Col- 
lege of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts, the University of New 
Mexico, the New Mexico School of Mines, the New Mexico In- 
sane Asylum, the New Mexico Normal School at Silver City, 
the New Mexico Normal School at Las Vegas, shall be known 
as the Territorial institutions, and for the support and mainten- 
ance of the same an annual tax levy, in addition to that provided 
for other purposes, shall be made and collected as other levies 
are made and collected in the amount of one and three-quarter 
mills during the year 1893 and one and one-half mills annually 
thereafter, to be distributed as follows: Five-tenths mills dur- 
ing the year commencing March 4, 1893, to the University of 
New Mexico and annually thereafter; for the New Mexico 
School of Mines, annually, one-fifth mill; for the insane asy- 
lum, one-fifth mill during the year beginning March 4, 1893, 
and two- fifths mills annually thereafter; for the two normal 
schools, during the year commencing March 4, 1893, two-fifths 
mills and annually thereafter one-fifth mill, to be divided equal- 
ly ; for the New Mexico College of Agriculture and Mechanic 
Arts, during the year beginning March 3, 1893, nine-twentieths 
of a mill and annually thereafter one-fifth mill: Provided^ 
That the levy for 1893 for normal schools may be used for con- 
struction of buildings, and that of the levy for the year 1893 
for the New Mexico College of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts 
one-fourth mills shall be used for the construction of buildings 
at the principal school at Las Cruces and at the branch stations 
to be established, one in north-eastern New Mexico and the 
other in south-eastern New Mexico, equally ; and that of the 
appropriations for the insane asylum for the years 1893 and 
94, any part of the same not used for running expenses may be 
used for the construction of necessary buildings : And provided^ 
further, That no indebtedness incurred by any person or per- 
sons whomsoever, purporting to be on behalf of either of said 
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institutions, over and above the amounts hereby appropriated 
and provided for shall be legal. 

Sec. 25. This act shall be in force and take effect from and 
after its passage. 

CHAPTER LXII. 



An Act to require a bond from the territorial depository 

AND fixing the AMOUNT THEREOF. C. B, 136; AppVOVcd 

February 23, 1893, 



Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico: 

Section 1. The bank designated as the Territorial deposi- 
tory for all Territorial funds, before any funds are deposited 
therein, shall make, execute and deliver a bond to the Territory 
of New Mexico in the penalty of three hundred thousand dol- 
lars, conditioned that such bank will promptly pay out to the 
parties entitled thereto all public moneys in its hands upon the 
lawful demand therefor, and will whenever thereunto required 
by law pay such moneys to the Territorial Treasurer. 

Such bond shall be approved both as to its form and the suf- 
ficiency of the sureties thereon by the Governor, Auditor and 
Treasurer of the Territory. 

Sec. 2. This act shall be in force from and after its passage.

An Act to provide a system of registration for voters of 
MUNICIPALITIES. C. B. 120; Approved February 23, 1893,

Sbc. 1. Of the appointment and duties of registration boards in municipalities. 
Sic. 2. Oath and form of oath. Violation of oath declared a felony. l*enalty. 
8bc. 3. Deceiving the board of regiHtration subject to like penalty. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico: 

Section 1. That hereafter in all municipalities in this Ter- 
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ritory it shall be the duty of the city council or board of trus- 
tees to appoint a board of registration, consisting of three per- 
sons, not more than two of whom shall be of the same political 
party, for each ward or precinct within the municipality, at least 
twenty days before any annual or other election, and to furnish 
such board with proper books and stationery, whose duty it 
shall be during the next ten days after their appointment to 
register the name of every legal voter within such precinct or 
ward entitled to vote at the ensuing election. Every legal voter 
shall be entitled to be so registered either by said board or by 
himself, or at the request of any person knowing such person to 
be a legal voter, and who will vouch for such fact, but in every 
instance the actual residence of the voter, shall be put down op- 
posite his name upon the registration list in as few words as 
may be so as to be easily identified and ascertained. Upon the 
next day following said ten days so to be occupied in register- 
ing voters the said several boards of registration shall make and 
certify a list of the persons so registered by such board, re- 
spectively, from the books so kept by them, and shall post the 
same outside the door of the building wherein the registration 
books are kept so as to be in full sight of the public, which said 
list shall so remain posted for a period of six days thereafter, 
during which time any person noticing that his name is not 
registered may apply to have the same placed upon the books 
and added to said list, and also during which time any citizen 
may make objection to any person so registered, and upon satis- 
fying said board of registration or a majority thereof that such 
person so registered is not a legal voter or will not be at the 
ensuing election then the same shall be by said board stricken 
from the list, and at least one day before the day of elecfion 
such boards of registration shall make a revised list of the voters 
so finally determined to be entitled to registration and deliver 
the same to the city clerk or town recorder of the municipality, 
to be by the latter ofiicial delivered to the proper judges of elec- 
tion on election day for use at the polls, and no person whose 
name is not so registered shall on any account be permitted to 
vote at such election : Provided, That nothing in this act shall 
be so construed as to prevent any or all persons so registered 
from being challenged at the polls as to their right to vote, or 
to prevent the judges of election from rejecting the vote of any 
person so registered, for cause, at the polls. 

Sec. 2, Such boards of registration so appointed shall, be- 
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fore entering on their duties, take an oath before any justice of 
the peace that they will faithfully perform their duties in the 
premises according to law and that they will register every 
person whom they shall believe or ascertain to be entitled to 
registration and will not omit to register any person through 
partisanship, fear, favor, or from any other cause ; and any viola- 
tion of such oath shall, on proof of the same being made before 
any court of competent jurisdiction, be deemed a felony, and on 
conviction thereof the person guilty shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than one hundred dollars nor more than five hundred 
dollars, or by imprisonment in the county jail for not less than 
three months nor more than twelve, in the discretion of the 
court or jury trying the same. 

Sec. 3. Any person who shall deceive said board of regis- 
tration or knowingly procure the registration of any person 
whom they know not to be a legal voter, shall be deemed guilty 
of a like offense and be subject to all the pains and penalties of 
the section last aforesaid of this act. 

Sec. 4. This act shall be in force from and after its passage.

Section 1. The Governor shall appoint, with the consent 
and confirmation of the Council, one tax payer from each of the 
five judicial districts to constitute the Territorial board of equal- 
ization; such tax payers to represent and be of the different 
leading industries of the Territory. Such board shall not have 
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more than three representatives of either of the great political 
parties. 

Sec. 2. The board shall meet the first week of January of each 
year, at Santa Fe, for the purpose of fixing the valuation of the 
various kinds of property throughout the Territory for the next 
year, and shall likewise meet on the first Monday in August of 
each year to examine into the assessments made by the various 
county assessors of property for the current year and determine 
all appeals from the county assessors and commissioners. 

Sec. 3. In fixing the value on live stock the board of equal- 
ization shall take into consideration the location of such live 
stock and the grade, and value it according to the value, dis- 
tance from the market, freight rate and shipping facilities. 

Sec. 4. The compensation for such board of equalization 
shall be $5.00 per day for actual time, not to exceed eight days 
in each year. 

Sec. 5. This act shall be in force from and after its passage, 
and all acts in conflict with this act are hereby repealed.

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico: 

Section 1. That any person or persons owning or having 
in his, her or their possession or charge any horses, mules, 
cattle, burros, sheep, goats, hogs, or any such animals, which 
^hall break ovpr or under or through or into any lawful in, 
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closure belonging to any person or persons other than the owners 
or person or persons having possession or charge of such animal 
or animals, or which shall trespass upon the cultivated fields or 
or land or lands sown in domestic grasses or clovers for hay or 
pasture, or orchards or vineyard lands of any such person or 
persons other than the owner or owners or person or persons 
having in charge such animal or animals, when no inclosure of 
such cultivated fields or land or lands sown in domestic grasses 
or clovers for hay, pasture, or orchard or vineyard lands is re- 
quired by law, shall be liable to the party or parties sustaining 
injury by such breach or trespass for all damages he, she, or 
they may have sustained by reason of such breaching or tres- 
passing as aforesaid, to be recovered in a civil action by the 
owner or tenant of such inclosure or such described lands or 
fields before any competent tribunal, or by arbitration, each 
party to select a property owner and the arbitrators to select a 
third. 

Sec. 2. Said arbitrators before entering upon their duties 
shall be sworn by a justice of the peace and it shall be the duty 
of said arbitrators to carefully examine the fence and the lands 
therein enclosed, or the cultivated fields, lands or land sown in 
domestic grasses or clovers for hay or pasture, orchard or vine- 
yard lands, when no fence is required by law, as the case may 
be, and assess the damages done. 

Sec. 3. The arbitrators shall when necessary examine wit- 
nesses under oath, one of them to administer said oath to the 
witness. They shall make a written report, signed by at least 
two of said arbitrators, to the justice of the peace of the pre- 
cinct where said damages were done or breach or tresspass 
suffered, showing the amount of damages as found by them, 
together with their costs of one dollar per day each for time 
actually employed, within two days after their decision is ren- 
dered, and the justice shall immediately enter upon his records 
the finding of said arbitrators, with their and his costs, and at 
once notify the owner or owners of or person or persons having 
in possession such animal or animals of the finding of such ar- 
bitrators, with the amount of costs, and if such owner or own- 
ers of or person or persons having in charge such animal or an- 
imals shall be unknown, then he shall at once post notice of 
such finding, with amount of such costs, for five days in at least 
two public places in his precinct : Provided, That if such owner 
or owners of or such person or persons having in possession or. 
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charge such animal or animals shall be unknown or upon notice 
shall refuse to choose an arbitrator, then the person or persons 
sustaining such breach or tresspass shall choose one arbitrator 
and the justice of the peace of the precinct shall choose another 
and the two a third, who shall make their award as hereinbefore 
provided. 

Sec. 4. Within six days after the service of the notice of 
award or after the posting of such notice, if the owner or own- 
ers of or person or persons having in possession such animal or 
animals have failed to pay the amount of such award and costs 
the justice shall proceed to issue execution therein as in other 
cases commenced before him. 

Sec. 5. The person or persons suffering such damage by 
way of breach or,trespass may restrain and keep in possession 
or custody such animals, provided that notice is given to owner 
within one day from time of taking them up, or a sufficient 
number thereof to equal in value the amount of damage sus- 
tained, with reasonable costs, until the issuing of such execu- 
tion, unless prior thereto the amount of such award or finding, 
with costs and fifteen cents per day each for keeping such ani- 
mals, be tendered to him. 

Sec. 6. The person or persons sustaining the damage 
described in section 1 may turn said animal or animals over to 
the justice of the peace, to be by him retained in custody or 
charge until the issuing of said writ, and said justice shall have 
fifty cents per day for the keeping of each of such animals. 

Sec. 7. The writ of execution mentioned in section 4 of this 
act can be served as other writs of execution are served, or the 
official serving same can at once levy upon the animal or ani- 
mals causing such damage, whenever same may be found, in 
which case he shall immediately post notices for three days in 
at least two public places in the precinct of the justice issuing 
said writ, and upon the fourth day from the posting of said 
notice shall proceed to sell said animal or animals, unless the 
amount of such writ shall have been previously paid, to the 
highest bidder for cash, and to turn over to the justice of said 
precinct the proceeds of said sale after deducting his costs, in- 
cluding the keeping of said animal or animals at fifty cents per 
day each. 

Sec. 8. The justice shall apply the proceeds received by him 
to the payment of the finding or award and all costs, and the 
residue shall be turned over to the owner of said animal or 
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animals, if known, and if unknown, to the county treasurer, 
who, if the same is not called for by the proper party within 
twelve months, shall cover the same into the general school 
fund of the county: Provided, That if the proceeds of the 
sale of the animal or animals so retained as provided for in 
section 6 or section 7 is not sufficient to pay the amount of said 
execution and costs, then execution shall issue for the amount 
of deficit: Provided, further, That the executions issued 
under this act shall be subject to the same restrictions now 
governing the law on executions. 

Sec. 9. Before damages for the breach mentioned in the 
preceding sections can be collected it must be proven that the 
inclosure was a legal fence, which is hereby defined to be with- 
in the meaning of this act a strong, sub^stantial inclosure, 
ordinarily sufficient to turn animals ; said inclosure to be not 
less than four feet in height and to be constructed of posts and 
planks, posts and wire, rails, poles, pickets, stone, adobe, or any 
other substantial material, or of one or more of the materials 
specified : Provided, The above described fences shall be law- 
ful fences in all counties of this Territory. 

Sec. 10. Nothing in this act shall be construed to prevent 
the right of appeal by either party from the award of arbitration 
or finding of the justice of the peace, provided said appeal is 
taken within ten days from the time of such finding or the re- 
turn of such award : And, provided, further. That appeal from 
the award of said arbitration shall be taken to the district court 
of the county from the Office of the justice of the peace as other 
appeals are taken. 

Sec 11. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with the pro- 
visions hereof are hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect 
and be in force from and after the first day .of April, 1893.

Approved February 23, 1893.

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico: 

Section 1. Any person or persons, firm, company or cor- 
poration or any agent of any person or persons, firm, company 
or corporation who shall, from and after sixty days after the 
passage of this act, transport or bring into this Territory for 
sale and use or who shall keep for sale and use or who shall 
sell or oflPer for sale any illuminating oil, such as commonly 
known as coal or kerosene oil and used by the public generally 
for the purpose of illumination, either at wholesale or retail, 
that is less than what is kno Arn as one hundred and fifty degrees 
fire test, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof in any court of competent jurisdiction in this Territory 
shall be fined in any sum not less than fifty dollars or more 
than two hundred dollars or imprisonment in the county jail 
for not less than thirty days or more than ninety days or both 
such fine and imprisonment, at the discretion of the court try- 
ing said cause. 

Sec 2. Any person or persons, firm, company or corpora- 
tion or any agent of any person or persons, firm, company or 
corporation who shall sell or offer for sale at retail any illum- 
inating oil commonly known as coal or kerosene oil, to be used 
for illuminating purposes in any public building or place of 
business or by any private family, that shall be below one 
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hundred and fifty degrees fire test shall, upon conviction 
thereof in any court of competent jurisdiction in this Territory, 
be subject to the fines and penalties imposed by section 1 of 
this act. 

Sec. 3. There shall be appointed by the Governor of this 
Territory, by and with the advice and consent of the Council of 
the Legislature, a competent person to the office of oil inspector 
for tne Territory of New Mexico, who shall hold his office for 
the term of two years from the first day of May, 1893, and un- 
til his successor shall be duly appointed and qualified, whose 
duty it shall be to inspect all oils commonly known as coal or 
kerosene oil that may be kept for sale or offered for sale and use 
for the purposes of illuminating by any person or persons, firm, 
company or corporation, and to plainly and distinctly mark, 
stamp or brand upon the package or packages in which said oil 
may be contained, for sale or offered for sale, the degree of fire 
test of the oil therein contained, so offered for sale : Provided, 
That any retail dealer may be allowed to draw off from said 
original package or packages, for the purpose of convenience in 
retailing the same, and place said oil in a tank to be kept 
for the purpose of retailing therefrom any oil aforesaid, upon 
which the inspection mark, brand or stamp may have been at- 
tached. 

Sec. 4. The oil inspector shall give a bond to the Territory 
of New Mexico in the penal sum of ten thousand dollars, con- 
ditioned for the faithful performance of his duties. He shall have 
power to appoint one or more deputy inspectors, for whose con- 
duct and efficiency he shall be held responsible upon his official 
bond for any failure or neglect in the performance of their 
duties as such deputy inspector. 

Sec. 5. The inspector or deputy inspector is entitled to de- 
mand and receive from the owner of any oils inspected forty 
(40) cents for a single barrel, thirty (30) cents per barrel for 
lots of from 2 to 5 barrels, twenty (20) cents per barrel for lots 
of from 6 to 25 barrels, fifteen (15) cents per barrel for lots of 
from 26 to 50 barrels, and ten (10) cents per barrel for lots of 
over 50 barrels ; and when such oil is contained in storage tanks 
or packages other than barrels 55 gallons shall be considered 
and counted as one barrel in the settlement of the inspector's 
fee. 

It shall be the duty of the inspector and each deputy inspect- 
or to keep an accurate record of all oils tested and branded by 
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him, which record shall state the date of inspection, the num- 
ber of packages, barrels, casks or tanks inspected, the number 
approved, the manufacturer's brand, the name of the person for 
whom inspected, and the sum of money received for such in- 
spection, and such record shall be open to all persons interested. 
At the beginning of every month each deputy inspector shall 
forward to the Territorial inspector a true copy of such record, 
and all moneys received by him for his inspections. In the 
month of January of each year the Territorial inspector shall 
make and deliver to the Governor of the Territory a report of 
the inspections by himself and deputies during the preceding 
calendar year: Provided, That bulk oil coming to this Terri- 
tory in tank cars shall be inspected before the same is drawn 
from the tank cars and the inspector shall not charge to exceed 
five dollars for each car so inspected. 

Sec. 6. Any oil inspector or any deputy oil inspector who 
shall mark, brand or stamp upon any package or packages con- 
taining any of the oil aforesaid, shipped or transported into this 
Territory to be sold or offered for sale for any of the uses and 
purposes mentioned in this act, which is or may be of any less 
than one hundred and fifty degrees fire test, and who shall 
mark, brand or stamp the same as of one hundred and fifty 
degrees fire test, or more, when the same is less than one hun- 
dred and fifty degrees fire test, shall be deemed guilty of a 
felony, and upon conviction thereof shall be fined not less than 
five hundred or more than three thousand dollars or imprisoned 
in the Territorial penitentiary not less than six months nor more 
than two years or both such fine and imprisonment, in the dis- 
cretion of the court trying said offense. 

Sec 7. Any person or persons, firms, companies or cor- 
porations or any agent thereof having or keeping for sale or 
offering for sale any oil, to be used for the purposes aforesaid, 
shall keep conspicuously posted or placed on all packages, boxes, 
barrels, or tanks containing any of the oils aforesaid the in- 
spector's mark, brand or stamp showing the degree of fire test 
thereof, except as otherwise provided in this act, and that the 
same has been inspected by the oil inspector of the Territory 
and that the same is not below the fire test of 150 degrees, and 
any person or persons, firm, company or corporation violating 
the provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be liable to the 
fines and penalties imposed in section 1 of this act. 
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Sec. 8. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after the first day of July, 1893: Provided, That there shall 
be no appointment made until within ten days after this act 
shall go into effect.

In order to provide the necessary moneys for 
the payment of the expenses incurred by the cattle sanitary 
board of New Mexico in the execution of the provisions of an 
act entitled ''An Act in relation to live stock," approved Febru- 
ary 14th, 1891, the said board shall have power to borrow 
money and to issue negotiable paper therefore ; but the indebt- 
edness so created shall not at any time exceed the sum of five 
thousand dollars, and any indebtedness so created shall be paid 
out of revenue accruing to the cattle indemnity fund from taxes 
levied and assessed or to be levied and assessed upon cattle only 
and from fees arising from inspection of cattle and hides as 
hereinafter provided, and not otherwise. 

Sec. 2. The said board shall have power by resolution to 
fix a fee or charge for the inspection of cattle and hides in- 
spected under the provisions of said act, which fee or charge 
shall be uniform throughout the Territory, and shall be a lien 
upon cattle and hides inspected until paid. The amount of such 
fee or charge may be increased or diminished from time to time 
^.9 the exigencies of the bvisiness of the board ^^J require, 
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Sec. 3. All inspection fees and charges shall be paid to the 
secretary of the said board, who shall transmit the same to the 
Territorial Treasurer to be placed to the credit of the cattle in- 
demnity fund. 

Sec. 4. Said board shall have power to sell all unclaimed 
cattle which may come into its possession and to make all nec- 
essary rules and regulations for the government for such sale 
as well as for the disposition of the proceeds thereof, but all 
moneys arising from the sale of unclaimed cattle shall be paid 
into the Territorial treasury to the credit of the cattle indemnity 
fund and paid out as other moneys in the said fund. 

Sec. 5. All moneys arising from the sale of unclaimed cat- 
tle remaining in the treasury for the period of twelve months 
shall be deemed forfeited to the said fund by the owner or own- 
ers thereof: Provided, That the said board shall be required 
to make reasonable rules and regulations to enable the owners 
thereof by the use of reasonable diligence to know of the exist- 
ence of such moneys and to claim the same. 

Sec. (). All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage ; but nothing in this act shall 
be construed to repeal the provisions of any existing act author- 
izing the levy of a special tax upon cattle for the benefit of the 
cattle indemnity fund.

Be it enacted bij the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico: 

Section 1. Hereafter, whenever it shall be deemed neces- 
sary by the board of regents of the University of New Mexico 
and of the Agricultural College and Agricultural Station of 
New Mexico, the bo^rcj q£ trustees of the school of mines, the 
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board of directors of the New Mexico Insane Asylum and the 
board of penitentiary commissioners to acquire title to any lands 
for the use of any such institution and the owner or owners of 
such lands are unable or unwilling to accept a fair and 
reasonable price for such lands, then and in that event each of 
the said several boards may acquire, in the name of the Ter- 
ritory of New Mexico, title to so much of said land or lands as 
shall be deemed necessary by any such board for the use of any 
such institution in the same manner as now provided by law 
for the condemnation of land for railroad purposes, and such 
land so taken shall be deemed to be taken for public use. 

Sec. 2. This act shall be in force from and after its passage.

zens of the United States in New Mexico, the same having been 
sold and delivered to the Territory by said Felsenthal and Vic-

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico: 

[Section 1.] That in each county in the Territory of New 
Mexico having a county seat containing a populatiou of 2,000 
or more there shall be and is hereby created a county court, the 
judge of which shall be a person learned in the law. 

Sec. 2. That said court shall have a seal and shall be a 
court of record, and may, in the discretion of the judge, have a 
clerk, whose compensation shall be paid by the judge. 
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Sec. 3. Said court shall have exclusive jurisdiction in all 
civil causes in the county, except^-in cases of chancery, where 
the matter in dispute, exclusive of costs, exceeds the sum of one 
hundred dollars and dojBS not exceed the sum of five hundred 
dollars. ^ 

Sec. 4. Said court shall have concurrent jurisdiction with 
all justices of the peace in said county in all civil suits which 
are within the jurisdiction of such justices as now established 
by law, and within the limits of the precinct, town or city where 
said court is located shall also have concurrent jurisdiction with 
justices of the peace in criminal cases. 

Sec. 5. Any party to any cause within the jurisdiction of 
said county court which may be on the docket of the district 
court in said county at the time this act goes into effect, upon 
application to said district court, may have said cause transfer- 
red to said county court, upon payment to the clerk of the dis- 
trict court of his fees for a certified transcript of the record 
entries in such cause, and it shall be the duty of the district 
clerk to transmit forthwith to said county court the said tran- 
script and all papers pertaining to the case, together with a 
statement of all costs which have accrued therein. 

Sec. 6. The judge of said county court shall receive as his 
compensation the same fees now allowed by law for the services 
of clerks of the district courts: Provided, however, That he 
shall receive no compensation from the Territorial treasury or 
from any county except for fees earned in civil cases to which 
the Territory or a county is a party and for fees earned in 
criminal cases, in which the same fees shall be allowed and paid 
as are or may be allowed and paid to justices of the peace in 
like cases. 

Sec. 7. Should either party to a suit in said court demand- 
that the evidence be preserved, a stenographer may be employed 
by the court at the expense of said party, who shall forthwith 
deposit with ihe court a sum of money sufficient to pay the 
stenographer for his services at the rate of five dollars per diem, 
and such compensation shall be taxed as costs in the case. 
Such stenographer shall take an oath faithfully and truly to re- 
cord and transcribe such evidence and the proceedings on the 
trial of the case, and the notes taken by him shall be filed with 
the papers in the case. Transcripts of the notes so taken shall 
be furnished by the stenographer to any party at a charge not 
exceeding fifteen cents per folio of one hundred words. 
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Sec. 8. In any case triable by jury, upon the demand of 
any party, a jury maybe summoned to try the case. The qual- 
ifications of jurors shall be the same as of jurors in the district 
courts, and they shall be paid one dollar per day for their 
services. Their compensation shall be paid in advance by the 
party demanding a jury and shall be taxed as costs in the case. 
They shall be summoned upon venires issued by the court to 
the sheriff, and shall be examined and sworn in the case as 
jurors are examined and sworn in the district courts, and each 
side may have three peremptory challenges. Only those jurors 
actually sworn to try the case shall receive compensation un- 
less they are summoned from a distance of more than three 
miles from the court house. 

Sec. 9. Appeals may be taken to said court from the judg- 
ments of justices of the peace in the county in the same man- 
ner, under the same rules and with the same effect as such ap- 
peals are now taken to the district courts, but any such appeal 
shall be returnable twenty days after the day upon which it is 
taken. All statutes and rules of practice relating to such ap- 
peals to the district courts are made applicable to appeals to 
the county court. The appellate jurisdiction of the district 
courts over courts of justices of the peace is hereby abolished 
in each county where a county court is established. 

Sec. 10. Writs of error shall be issued to said county courts 
from the supreme court of the Territory in the same manner, 
with the same effect and subject to the same restrictions as 
writs of error to the district courts. 

Sec. 11. The procedure in said court shall be the same as 
obtains in the district court for the trial of like causes, except 
as otherwise herein stated. 

Sec. 12. The judge of said court shall be appointed in the 
first instance by the board of county commissioners of the 
county, and thereafter shall be elected at the regular county 
elections. He shall hold ofiice for two years beginning on the 
first of January next after the election in November, and until 
his successor is elected and qualified. 

Sec. 13. The records and dockets of said court shall be 
kept in the same form as is prescribed by law for the district 
courts. 

Sec. 14. The sheriff of the county shall attend, in person 
or by deputy, the sessions and shall execute the process of said 
court, and for his services shall receive like compensation to 
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that allowed by law for similar services in the district court, 
except that he shall receive no per diem allowance for attend- 
ance. 

Sec. 15. In any trial or hearing an interpreter may be ap- 
pointed by the court, when necessary, at a compensation not 
to exceed five dollars per day, to be taxed as costs in the case. 

Sec. 16. This act shall take effect upon its approval or 
ratification by the Congress of the United States.

The penitentiary commissioners shall receive two 
hundred ($200) dollars per annum, each, traveling and all nec- 
essary expenses. 

The penitentiary superintendent shall receive two thousand 
dollars per annum, payable monthly, and one ration. 

The assistant superintendent of the penitentiary shall receive 
fifteen hundred ($1,500) dollars per annum, payable monthly, 
and one ration : Provided, That he shall also act as steward 
and store-keeper. 

The penitentiary physician shall receive six hundred ($600) 
dollars per annum, payable monthly.

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Sec. 3. The district attorneys of the several districts, in 
addition to the salaries and fees now paid them by the Territory, 
shall be paid by the different counties, in lieu of the salaries 
now paid by said counties, per annum, payable quarterly, as 
follows: 

Bernalillo, $600; San Miguel, $600; Grant, $300; Mora, 
$200; Colfax, $300; Taos, $200; Eio Arriba, $300; San Juan, 
$200; Santa Fe, $400; Valencia, $200; Socorro, $300; Lincoln, 
$200; Sierra, $200; Dona Ana, $300; Guadalupe, $150; Eddy, 
$250; Chaves, $250; Union, $250. 

Sec. 4. The interpreters of the district courts shall be al- 
lowed $7.00 per day, and the interpreter for the grand jury 
$3.00 per day, and the stenographers $7.00 per day, for each 
day so occupied. 

Sec. 5. Each clerk of the district court shall keep books of 
account showing by items all the business transacted in his of- 
fice for which by law fees are paid. He shall on the first Mon- 
days in January and July of each year file with the Territorial 
Auditor an abstract of said books under oath showing the 
amount of business transacted in his office and the money col- 
lected therefor for the six months next preceding such report ; 
it shall be the duty of the Territorial Auditor to audit such re- 
ports and correct and adjust the same in accordance with the 
facts.

Sec. 7. For the purpose of regulating the fees of the 
sheriffs' and collectors' offices and the pay of said officers, the 
counties of this Territory shall be divided into two classes;

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or more inhabitants shall be a county of the first class, and 
each county containing less than seven thousand inhabitants 
shall be a county of the second class: Provided^ That from 
time to time when the county commissioners shall think it 
necessary they shall have a census taken of their respective 
counties for the purpose of classifying the same under the pro- 
visions of this act, and as new counties are formed the provis- 
ions hereof shall apply to each as if now in existence.

Sec. y. In counties of the second class the sheriff shall be 
ex-officio tax collector, his duties remaining as now provided by 
law and his compensation and pay being as hereinafter fixed. 

Sec. 10. The bonds of the sheriffs and ex-officio collectors, 
and collectors, shall be in the sums and condition [s] as now 
provided by law for ex-officio collectors and sheriffs. 

Sec. 11. The collector in each county of the first class shall 
receive upon all property and poll-taxes (if any) collected by him 
two per centum, and upon all license taxes so collected three 
per centum, and for all other collections the fees and compen- 
sations now established by law for such collections by the ex- 
officio collector; and the sheriff as ex-officio collector in each 
county of the second class shall receive the same fees as allowed 
collectors herein for similar services. 

Sec. 12. In counties of each class the sheriffs shall receive, 
for taking and returning every botid required by law, one dol- 
lar; for committing any person to jail, in any case required by 
law, fifty cents; for commissions for receiving and paying 
moneys on executions when lands or goods or chattels have been 
levied upon, advertised and sold, three per cent, upon the first 
five hundred dollars, and one and a half per cent, upon all sums 
above five hundred dollars, and one-half said commission when 
money has been paid without making a levy or sale ; mileage at 
the rate (^f 8 cents per mile for each mile actually and iieces-

sarily traveled in serving every process or order or summons 
beyond the county seat of his county, and the same amount of 
mileage for himself and each guard (actually necessary) for 
each mile actually and necessarily traveled in conducting a pris- 
oner or prisoners to the Territorial penitentiary, and one dol- 
lar per day for feeding each of such prisoners while in transit. 
For all other services and expenses, except those mentioned 
herein, the sheriflFs shall receive the fees and compensations now 
fixed by law for such services and expenses. 

Sec. 13. The fees and compensations herein provided for 
shall be allowed and paid in the same manner as the fees and 
compensations for the same services and expenses and collec- 
tions have been heretofore allowed and paid to sheriffs and to 
sheriffs as ex-officio collectors, except as to amounts of such fees 
and compensations as herein fixed. 

Sec. 14. The sheriffs shall not receive extra pay for attend- 
ing the probate court or the county commissioners' meetings 
unless in actual attendance, either in person or by deputy, and 
not then unless required to attend by the probate judge or the 
board of county commissioners, through their chairman, and for 
such attendance he shall be allowed two dollars per day. 

Sec. 15. For feeding prisoners the sheriffs of each county 
shall receive as follows: 

For five prisoners and all under, fifty ( 50 cts. ) per day each ; 
for under ten and over five prisoners, thirty-five (35 cts.) per 
day each; for all over ten prisoners, twenty-five (25 cts.) per 
day for each prisoner for every day fed. 

Sec. 16. The probate and ex-oflBcio county clerks in the 
several counties in this Territory shall receive as their com- 
pensation the fees, salaries and emoluments of their respective 
oflBces as now fixed by law : Provided, That for binding paper 
files and for mailing and filing poll and registration books the 
clerk shall receive only actual cost of such binding, mailing and 
filing: And provided, further, That it shall be the duty of 
the clerk and recorder to properly index all deeds and docu- 
ments filed or recorded by him, without extra charge. 

Sec 17. The county assessors in the several counties of 
this Territory shall receive the following compensation for their 
services, to be paid when the assessement rolls are completed 
and turned over, fifteen per cent., however, to be retained from 
said compensation until all the taxes are collected or finally 
proven to be uncollectible, viz:

The amounts which would be due the assessors for assessing 
the different Territorial funds shall be deducted by the col- 
lector from the different funds so assessed and collected and 
turned in to the county treasurer for the assessor of that 
county. 

Sec. 18. The county superintendents of schools in the 
several counties of this TerritiDry shall receive the following an- 
nual compensation in full for their services, to be paid quarterly 
out of the county school fund, viz:

Sec. 20. The county commissioners of the several counties 
of the Territory shall each receive the following annual com- 
pensation for their services, payable quarterly, viz:

Colfax $400; Taos, $250; Eio Arriba, $400; San Juan, $200; 
Santa Fe, $500; Valencia, $400; Socorro, $500; Lincoln, $300;

Guadalupe, $150; Union, $300; and also six cents a mile for 
every mile necessarily traveled to and from the county seat. 

Sec. 21. The several officers herein named shall from the 
time that this act or any part of it takes effect, each of them, 
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in a book provided for that purpose, keep a full, true, accurate 
and minute account of all fees and emoluments of his office, des- 
ignating in corresponding columns the amount of all fees and 
emoluments earned and all payments received on account there- 
of. Such accounts shall always be open to the inspection and 
examination of the public. 

Sec. 22. The sheriffs, county clerks and all other county 
officers who receive fees shall make to the chairman of the 
board of county commissioners an itemized report in writing 
under oath of all fees, commissions and emoluments of his of- 
fice of every nature and description whatsoever at each regular 
session of the county board. Such report shall state fully the 
manner in which such fees and emoluments accrued. 

Sec. 23. It shall be the duty of the board of county com- 
missioners to audit such accounts and adjust the same in accord- 
ance with the facts. 

Sec. 24. All fees collected by county officers who receive 
fixed salaries in lieu of fees shall be paid over to the county 
treasurer, and shall be kept by him in a separate fund, to be 
known as the officials' fee fund, and in case there is any surplus 
after the salaries of the different officers named in this act are 
paid, at the end of the year, the balance shall be placed to the 
credit of the general county fund; and if such fund should 
prove insufficient to pay said salaries the deficiencies shall be 
met from the general county fund. 

Sec. 25. Every officer named herein shall collect every fee 
as prescribed in this act or by law for services performed by 
him in advance, if t^ie amount of the same can be ascertained, 
and when any officer shall negligently or willfully fail to collect 
any such fee double the amount shall be charged to him on ac- 
count of his salary if his is a salaried office. 

Sec. 26. Any officer failing or refusing to pay over to the 
county treasurer the fees of his office as provided in this act 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be fined in a sum not less than fifty dollars and 
not more than one thousand dollars, or be imprisoned in the 
penitentiary not less than six months nor exceeding two years, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment, and may be removed 
from office by the court before whom the conviction is had.

Provisions of law governing assessment and taxation, not in conflict, of force and 
, effect. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico: 

Section 1. The city council or board of trustees of any city 
or town organized or hereafter to be organized under the pro- 
visions of chapter II of title XXVIII of the Compiled Laws of 
New Mexico, 1884, and all acts amendatory thereof, shall have 
power and authority to assess for taxes and levy taxes upon the 
same classes of property, real, personal and mixed, within the 
limits of such city or town, as are subject to taxation for 
Territory and county purposes for city or town purposes: Pro- 
vided, That no more than one per centum shall be levied or 
collected upon the value of said property as assessed by such 
city or town. 

Sec 2. Said property shall be listed by the owner or 
person having control or management thereof in the same way 
and manner as provided by the laws of this Territory for the 
return of property for taxation for Territorial and county pur- 
poses, and in the name of the owner, on the first day of March 
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in each year, and the lists so made shall be sworn to and de- 
livered to such clerk or town recorder at his office between the 
said first day of March and the fifteenth day of April of each 
year. Any person failing to make and return such list within 
said time or who shall make and return a false and incorrect 
list, showing a less amount of property than he owns or 
controls or has the management of, shall incur a penalty of 
twenty-five per centum, which said penalty shall be added to 
and collected as part of the taxes of such person. Such city 
clerk or town recorder is authorized to administer oaths to per- 
sons making tax returns, and for the making of a false oath 
knowingly and willfully in the making of such returns the party 
may be prosecuted for perjury. 

Sec. 3. Such city clerks and town recorders shall between 
the fifteenth day of April and the first day of June in each year 
ascertain the names of all taxable inhabitants, and all kinds and 
classes of property within the limits of such cities and towns 
subject to taxation, whether the same shall have been returned 
for taxes or not, and prepare an assessment book or roll of the 
same, with appropriate headings, alphabetically arranged, in 
which shall be given the names of the owners to whom said prop- 
erty is to be assessed and the several species of said property 
and the value thereof, with columns showing such values as re- 
turned for taxation, as appraised by the board of appraisers 
hereinafter provided for, and the assessed values fixed by such 
city council or board of trustees; and such city clerk shall pro- 
ceed in the same manner as to property assessed to "unknown 
owners" as is now or hereafter may be required to be done by 
county assessors. 

Sec. 4. In addition to the preparation of said assessment 
book or roll, such city clerk or town recorder shall make and 
prepare a complete roll of all the lots and parcels of land 
situated within the limits of such city or town in the names of 
the owners thereof and of "unknown owners," alphabetically 
arranged as to additions where said lots and parcels are platted, 
and alphabetically arranged in the names of owners where the 
same has not been platted, which said roll shall contain columns 
for values of land and values of improvements, ready for deliv- 
ery to said board of appraisers by the first day of June of 
each year. 

Sec. 5. Such city council or board of trustees shall during 
the month of May in each year elect a board of appraisers, con- 
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sisting of three members, each of whom shall be a resident tax 
payer in said town or city for the preceding year; the said 
board of appraisers shall during the month of June of each 
year visit arid view the lots and parcels of land contained in the 
roll required by section 4 of this act to be made and appraise 
each of said lots and parcels and the improvements thereon at 
their full cash value, but before they shall enter upon their 
duties each of said appraisers shall take an oath to equally, 
uniformly and impartially, to the best of his judgment, infor- 
mation and belief, appraise and value the said lots and parcels 
of land and the improvements thereon. Should any vacancy 
occur on said board of appraisers by reason of refusal to act 
resignation, death or otherwise, the mayor of such city or town 
shall immediately appoint another or others to fill such vacancy 
or vacancies. Should no two of said appraisers agree upon the 
valuation of any lot or parcel or any improvements the same 
shall be fixed by such city council or board of trustees. 

Sec. 6. Upon the completion of said appraisement the roll 
containing the same shall be filed in the ofiice of such city clerk 
or town recorder and the amount fixed by said appraisers shall 
be copied into the assessment roll or book mentioned in section 
3 of this act, and in all cases of valuation by the appraisers ex- 
ceeding that stated by the person returning the property for 
taxation said person shall be notified of such increase by a notice 
mailed to the usual place of business or residence of said per- 
son at least five days before the first Monday in August. 

Sec. 7. Such city council or board of trustees shall meet as 
a board of equalization on the first Monday in August of each 
year, but less than a quorum may adjourn to another day of 
which at least two days notice shall be given by publication in 
a newspaper of said city or town or by posting a notice at the 
door of the building where the meetings of said city council or 
board of trustees are usually held. Said city council or board 
of trustees, sitting as a board of equalization, may listen to 
complaints and objections to valuations fixed by said board of 
appraisers and alter, change, revise, amend and correct said 
assessment roll in any and in all necessary matters, adjourning 
from time to time during said month of August, and upon com- 
pletion of said revision, correction and change, such city coun- 
cil or board of trustees shall pass an order approving said as- 
sessment roll as revised and corrected, which said order shall be 
entered of record on the proceedings of said council or board of 
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trustees and endorse upon said assessment roll under the seal 
of said city or town; and the valuations of property in said ap- 
proved roll contained shall be its assessed. taxable value for the 
purpose of this act. 

Sec. 8. By or before the next regular meeting after the 
approval of said assessment roll, or at the special meeting duly 
called for such purpose, an ordinance shall be passed by such 
city council or board of trustees levying taxes for town or city 
purposes upon said assessed value of the property in said roll, 
which said tax may be extended upon the said roll by such 
clerk or town recorder as a whole and not in separate columns 
for each particular purpose for which taxes are levied. 

Sec. 9. Such taxes shall be payable to and at the office of 
said city clerk or town recorder, and no personal demand bhall 
be necessary to be made, between the first days of September 
and November in each year, and all taxes not paid within said 
time shall draw interest at the rate of twenty-five per centum 
per annum. 

Sec. 10. Such city clerk or town recorder shall give bond 
for the faithful performance of all the duties prescribed by this 
act and to account for all moneys collected by him thereunder, 
by or before the first day of May in each year, in such sum as 
said city council or board of trustees may by resolution order, 
and should he fail | to] so do by said time another person may 
be appointed in his stead and give a like bond, with sureties to 
be approved by said qouncil or board of trustees, and said city 
clerk or town trustee or the person duly appointed in his stead 
shall on every Saturday pay over to the city treasurer all taxes 
collected by him for the week ending that day, and make report 
of the same to said city council or board of trustees, and such 
other reports as may be required. 

Sec. 11. Such city council shall pay such salaries and com- 
pensation to the appraisers and city clerk or town recorder for 
services rendered in performing the duties prescribed by this 
act as may be just and reasonable, and provide such assistance 
for said clerk or town recorder as may be necessary. 

. Sec. 12. All provisions of law for the furnishing of blanks 
for the making of tax returns, the adding of omitted property 
to the assessment roll and valuing the same as provided to be 
done by county assessors and collectors shall be done by such 
clerk or town recorder, and have like force and effect as to prop- 
erty taxable for city or town purposes. 
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Sec. 13. The taxes herein provided for shall be paid in 
lawful money of the United States and the same shall be a lien 
on the property against which the tax is assessed. 

Sec. 14. Keal estate, and all the interest or title which any 
person may have therein, upon which city or town taxes shall 
have been assessed and not paid before the first day of January 
of each year, shall be subject to sale in the same way and man- 
ner as for delinquent taxes due the Territory or county ; and 
such clerk or town recorder shall have the same powers and 
perform the same duties in respect thereto as are given and de- 
volved upon county collectors, and sales for delinquent taxes 
due such city or town shall take place in front of the city or 
town building or other place where the meetings of such city 
council or board of trustees are usually held, and interest, pen- 
alty and costs shall be added and collected just as in case of 
sale for county or Territorial taxes, and all the provisions of law 
governing sales, keeping a record thereof, issuing certificates of 
sale to purchasers and making them assignable, redemption, 
issuing tax deeds, the effects of such deeds, recording of the 
same and all other proceedings attending and subsequent to 
sale as prescribed in sales for Territorial and county taxes shall 
apply to sales for city or town taxes and such duties and powers 
in relation thereto devolved on county collectors shall be per- 
formed and exercise [d] by such clerk [or] town recorder, and 
he shall receive the fees therefor given to such collector. 

Sec. 15. Such city council or board of trustees may for the 
purposes of this act cause to be made and approved an official 
map or plat of all lots and parcels of land within the corporate 
limits of any city or town and require that all real estate in said 
limits shall be returned for taxation and assessed as said lots 
and parcels are described on such official map or plat under such 
penalty as may be by ordinance adopting said map or plat pre- 
scribed and the description of any lot or parcel of land given 
in said map or plat shall be and constitute a legal description 
for all purposes of this act. 

Sec. 16. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act

the printing of the reports of the penitentiary and capitol com-

It is hereby made the duty of all Territorial, 
county and municipal officers in the Territory of New Mexico, 
who purchase or contract for official printing, engraving, sta- 
tionery, blank or printed record books or any other printed or 
blank book supplies, to procure the same to be done within the 
Territory of New Mexico, upon the lowest and best terms pos- 
sible, and it shall be unlawful for the Territorial Auditor, boards

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico: 

Section 1. Whekeas, The court of private land claims, at 
a session of said court held in the city of Santa Fe, in the month 
of August, in the year 1892, did make and enter of record its 
decree granting and confirming to the city of Socorro and Can- 
delario Garcia, in trust, for the benefit of said city and the in- 
habitants thereof, four square Spanish leagues of land, having 
for their center the center of the Roman Catholic church of the 
city of Socorro, and have for their boundaries one Spanish 
league distant from the center of said Roman Catholic church 
to each cardinal point of the compass ; and 

Whereas, Said decree confirmed said land to the city of So- 
corro and to Candelario Garcia, in trust, for the use and bene- 
fit of the holders thereon and those holding any portion of said 
land from or under any lawful authority, and as to those lands 
not held by private ownership under any lawful deed or grant, 
were decreed to be held by said city and said Candelario Gar- 
cia, in trust, for the whole people of said grant; and 

Whereas, There is a large quantity of said lands so con- 
firmed as aforesaid held in severalty by persons claiming owner- 
ship thereof or interest therein, and such persons are entitled 
to deeds to the same from said trustees and are entitled to have 
their titles perfected to said lands so held in severalty, and there 
is also a large portion of the said lands within the limits of 
said grant not claimed or held in severalty, and the title to 
which is held by said trustees, in trust, as aforesaid ; and 

Whereas, There is no power or authority given to said city 
or said Candelario Garcia by said decree or by law to carry out 
said trust, or to make deeds to the persons owning portions of 
said grant in severalty, or to sell or to dispose of the portion 
of such grant the title to which is held by said trustees as afore- 
said, and it is necessary that such power and authority should 
be given to the said trustees ; wherefore, 

Be it enacted by the authority aforesaid, That said Candela- 
rio Garcia, who is the co-trustee with said city, shall have the 
right and power, if he so desires, to surrender and convey his 
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trust in said lands to said city of Socorro, and in case he, the 
said co-trustee with said city, shall decline, neglect, refuse, or 
be unable or unwilling to act in conjunction with said city to 
carry out said trust in the manner and under authority herein 
given, then in such case said city of Socorro shall be and is 
hereby made the sole trustee herein to carry out said trust ; 
and that said city, in the event of said co-trustee failing, neglect- 
ing or being unable to act as aforesaid, be and it is hereby 
vested with the sole and full power to carry out and execute 
said trust. 

And the said city council of said city, in the event it becomes 
the sole trustee, shall by its mayor and city clerk make, execute 
and deliver a deed or deeds conveying to any individual, com- 
pany or corporation applying for the same a full and complete 
title to all of the property so conveyed, the said individual or 
corporation or company first satisfying said city council that 
he or it is entitled to such deed or deeds for which the land or 
lands or some portion thereof or interest therein for which ap- 
plication for deed or deeds have been so made: Provided, 
That if the said co-trustee acts with said city in the execution 
of this trust he shall sign and execute said deed or deeds in 
conjunction with said city. 

Sec. 2. Any person, company or corporation who shall, by 
themselves or by or through their grantors, have been in the 
actual continuous and undisputed possession of any portion of 
any of said lands within the limits of said grant for a period of 
ten years next immediately preceding the date of the entering 
of the said decree of said land court confirming said grant to 
said trustees, or who shall be the owner of any portion of the 
said lands under any deed or conveyance from the original town 
of Socorro, or from or by or through any conveyance from any 
of the original settlers or lot-holders within the limits of said 
grant, or from any deed or conveyance from any other lawful 
authority, shall be entitled to a deed as against said trustees to 
that portion of said land of which he, it or they shall have been 
so in possession, or to which he, it or they shall have title there- 
to as aforesaid: Provided, however. That the action of aaid 
city council or trustees in refusing said deed to any person, 
company or corporation shall not be final, but all question as 
to the right of said person, company or corporation to said deed 
or deeds shall be left to the determination of the district court 
in tbe countv wl^ere said grant is situated, in a proper proceedr 
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ing instituted therefor by said individual, company or corpora- 
tion within thirty days after the refusal of said city council or 
trustees to execute said deed, and the court in determining the 
right of said person, company or corporation to said deed or 
deeds for said lands as against said city and trustees shall be 
governed by the same rules of law and equity as now govern 
the courts of this Territory in determining the rights and titles 
to lands as between individuals, subject to the provisions of this 
section. 

Sec. 3. Any person, company or corporation desiring a deed 
or deeds from said city or trustees to any portion of said lands 
as aforesaid shall make application to said city council in writ- 
ing therefor by filing his or its application with the city clerk 
of said city, setting forth a description of the land claimed by 
him or it by lots, blocks, dimensions, boundaries and quantities 
thereof, so that the same can be identified, and shall set forth 
the nature of his or its title thereto, which application shall be 
signed and sworn to by the party or parties applying therefor 
and shall be filed with the city clerk of said city, accompanied 
by a fee of three dollars, which fee of three dollars shall be all 
the fee which shall be required or collected from said applicant 
for said deed. Said application when so made shall be by the 
city clerk of said city referred to the city attorney, who shall 
investigate said application, and if upon investigation such ap- 
plicant appears to be entitled to said deed, and no protest has 
been filed by the said city, or any person, for himself or on be- 
half of said city, against the granting of said deed, the said city 
attorney shall, within ninety days after the filing of said appli- 
cation, draw up a deed in proper form, covering the said land, to 
the person, company or corporation entitled thereto, and shall 
report and deliver the said deed to the city council, who shall 
order the mayor and city clerk of said city to sign and execute 
the said deed on behalf of said city, and said co -trustee may 
sign the same. 

Sec. 4. When application shall be made, as herein pro- 
vided, by any person or individual for a deed to any portion of 
the land within the limits of such grant the city clerk of said 
city is hereby required to forthwith, on the receipt of such ap- 
plication, post a notice thereof, giving the name of the ap- 
plicant and the description of the land for which said deed is 
asked ; such notice shall be posted in a conspicuous place on the 
front door of the room of the city council, signed by the city clerk, 
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and the same shall remain posted for the period of three months ; 
and such notice shall likewise be printed in both Spanish and 
English in some newspaper of general circulation in the city 
of Socorro one [once] each week for the period of ninety days. 
Any person or persons, either on behalf of themselves or be- 
half of said city, who claim an adverse interest in any part or 
portion of the land or lands for which application for a deed or 
deeds is so made shall have the right to present and file, at any 
time within the period of ninety days from the date of posting 
said notice, a protest against the granting of said deed to said ap- 
plicant for said land or to such portion thereof as he or they may 
claim an interest therein, which protest shall be in writing, set- 
ting forth the ground of his or their objection and description 
of that portion of the said land in which he or they, for them- 
selves or for said city, claim an adverse interest, and shall be 
sworn to by him and filed with the city clerk of such city: 
Provided, That if said protest is filed on behalf of said city the 
same shall be signed and sworn to by ten property owners of 
said grant. 

Sec. 5. The individual, company or corporation filing said 
protest shall be required to follow the same with a proper pro- 
ceeding in law or in equity, instituted in the proper district 
court of said county in which said city is located, against the 
said party or parties applying for said deed or deeds to said 
land to test the question as to who is the owner of said land 
and entitled to the deed therefor from said trustees: Provided, 
That if said protest shall be filed by said citizens on behalf of 
said city as aforesaid, then said city and trustees shall institute 
and prosecute said suit in the name and on behalf of and at 
the expense of said city. Said suit or proceeding shall be in- 
stituted by the party filing said protest within twenty days of 
the filing of said protest: Provided, That if the party filing 
said protest is in possession of said land then the adverse party 
shall institute said suit within said time, and the city council 
and trustees of said city shall withhold the execution and de- 
livery of any deed to either of said parties for any portion of 
said land so in controversy until such controversy shall be 
settled and the court shall determine as to who is rightfully 
entitled to the deed therefor from said city or town : Provided, 
That parties to such controversy shall have the right to amic- 
ably adjust said controversy as to such land and upon such 
{adjustment shall file a stet^ment thereof with the qHj clerk, 
Id 
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and upon such statement being filed the city council and 
trustees shall cause to be executed deed or deeds to the parties 
as may be agreed upon between them and shown in such 
adjustment so filed. 

Sec. 6. If no protest should be filed with the city clerk 
against the granting of said deed to any applicant, within the 
time and manner as above provided, or if the said protest should 
be filed and the party whose duty it is fails or neglects to insti- 
tute his proceeding in the district court contesting the right of 
said applicant to said deed within the time as above provided, 
the said city council shall be authorized to make, execute and 
deliver a deed for the said land to the person who shall have 
first applied for said deed: And provided^ further^ That should 
any person make application for a deed to any portion of said 
land within the limits of said grant, and should said city coun- 
cil, upon investigation thereof, be not satisfied that the land for 
which such deed is applied for is in fact owned by said appli- 
cant, then said city council shall refuse to execute or cause to 
be executed a deed to said applicant for said land until the court 
shall determine, in a proceeding properly instituted therefor, 
that the city should execute said deed to said applicant; or in 
ease any individual, company or corporation shall be in posses- 
sion of or shall claim any part or portion of the land within the 
limits of said grant to which they or it may be not entitled as* 
against said city holding said lands in trust as aforesaid, then 
the city council of said city shall direct the city attorney to in- 
stitute on behalf of said city and said trustees a proper pro- 
ceeding in the district court in which the said grant is situated 
to contest the right and title of said individual, company or cor- 
poration to any of said lands so held or claimed, which suit shall 
be instituted by said city against said parties within twelve 
months after the passage of this act or within twelve months 
after the said claim is so set up to said lands by said individual, 
company or corporation. 

Sec. 7. Out of the three dollars which shall be paid by the 
applicant for said deed as hereinbefore provided the city clerk 
shall receive one dollar ($1.00) and the remainder thereof shall 
go into the said city treasury to its general fund. 

Sec. 8. As to all of said lands within the limits of said grant 
which are not owned in severalty by individuals, companies or 
corporations and which are in and by said decree of said court 
of private land claims decreed to belong to said city and co- 
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trustee, in trust, for the benefit of the inhabitants of said ^rant, 
said city council and trustees shall have the power and author- 
ity to sell and dispose of said lands at public or private sale for 
the best possible price they can obtain for the same, which said 
sales of said lands shall be duly advertised before said sales are 
made. Such city council and trustee shall have the right to 
sell and dispose of said lands or lease or rent the same or any 
part thereof in such parcels and in such portions and in such 
manner and upon such terms as the city council of such city 
may deem best, and shall have the right to sell and dispose of 
the same for cash or on credit and may provide for perpetual 
ground rent in the way of interest for any unpaid purchase 
money and may make titles forfeitable for non-payment of such 
ground rents in such manner and upon such terms as it may 
think most conducive to the benefit and advantage of the in- 
habitants of said grant, and shall make and execute and deliver 
all necessary deeds in the premises: Provided^ That the said 
land and no portion thereof shall be sold as above provided un-

bring at such sale at least two-thirds of such appraised value. 

Sec. 9. All proceeds realized on the sale of said lands so 
made as aforesaid shall be forthwith deposited with the 
treasurer of said city, and one-third thereof shall be applied to 
the general school fund for the public schools within the limits of 
said grant and the remainder thereof shall be appropriated to 
the public improvements within the limits of said grant or tow- 
ard the liquidation of the debts of said city, as may be deter- 
mined by the city council of said city. 

Sec- 10. The city council of said city is hereby authorized 
and empowered to enact and pass all ordinances, rules and re- 
gulations necessary to enable said city, with the aid of its co- 
trustee, to carry out and fully perform all the duties and powers 
herein by this act granted to said city. 

Sec. 11. This act is intended to apply to the grant of land 
heretofore made and confirmed to the city of Socorro and 
Candelario Garcia, trustee, and to none other.

Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of New Mexico, respectfully represent that under the act ap- 
proved March 3, 1891, creating the court of private land claims, 
said court was not organized and ready to do business until 
nearly one year after the passage of said act ; that consequently 
little more than one year has been given to the people of the 
Territory of New Mexico to get ready and present their claims 
to said court; that many of ©ur people who are the owners of 
these claims are very old ; they live in remote parts of this Ter- 
ritory; most of them do not speak the English language, and 
some of them do not know how to read or write, and many of 
them are residing in places many miles distant from any post- , 
oflBice ; that they have not received notice directly of the require- 
ments of the said act making it obligatory upon them to present 
their claims to said court on or before the third of next 
March ; that these people are owners of bona fide claims and in- 
terests in land, and many of them are exceedingly poor, having 
nothing except their interests in the said lands ; that it is abso* 
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lutely necessary that the time for filing claims in said court 
should be extended for one year from the 8rd day of next March, 
otherwise many persons will lose their claims on account of 
their ignorance of the requirements of the law, and most of 
such persons will be left entirely |)enniless. 

Your memorialists understand that the reason why the court 
of private land claims was not organized and ready for business 
promptly after the passage of the act iu question was that no 
provision was made by Congress for the salaries of the judges 
and other expenses. ^ 

Your memorialists therefore earnestlj^ recpiest and urge upon 
the Congress of the United States, in behalf of the people of 
the Territory of New Mexico, that the said act creating said 
court of private land claims be so amended as to extend the 
time for one year from the 3rd day of March, 18U3, within which 
time persons having claims to come before said court may have 
the privilege to present them to the court.
